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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Human and Industrial Efficiency, by Henry Chellew 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). The author, who 
is a lecturer in the school of economics (school for offi- 
cers) of the University of London, England, has dedi- 
eated his boek to “My comrades in arms of the U.S. 
Army who attended my lectures at this school of the 
University of London, 1919.” The preface announces 
that the author served in several British regiments dur- 
ing the World War, and that “more than one hundred 
American officers are familiar with his words and ideas, 
having attended a course of his lectures on their way 
home from the war.” His book does not claim to be 
academic in treatment or scientific in character, but 
aims to map out the broad outlines of the problem of 
human efficiency. It marks the scientific use of psy- 
chology as applied to the problems of industry and com- 
merce and the results which may be gained through im- 
proved human efficiency. 

Wings of War, by Theodore Macfarlane Knappen (G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). The author explains 
that this is “an aceount of the important contribution 
of the United States to aircraft invention, engineering, 
development and production during the World War.” 
His book is a contribution to the history of the condi- 
tions which existed in this country immediately preced- 
ing, during and at the conclusion of the World War in 
so far as military aviation was concerned. He has gone 
very thoroughly into the entire subject, reviewing what 
was done and what should have been done, but was not, 
in the matter of aerial offense and defense. The work 
contains an introduction by Rear Admiral D. W. Tay- 
lor, U.S.N., who says: “The story of the U.S. Army 
aircraft production program is essentially a story of 
confident hopes, bitter disappointments, failures and 
successes such as inevitably attend the creation from 
nothing of an immense industrial organization.” He 
adds that “the conception of a tremendous air program 
and the courage to undertake it in spite of the obvious 
difficulties is, in my opinion, due to General Squier and 
Colonel Deeds.” In his preface the author states his 
belief that the ultimate verdict of history will virtually 
coincide with the conclusions he reaches, that instead 
of being “the outstanding fiasco of America’s part in 
the World War, the aircraft achievements deserve to 
rank with those of our ‘second line of defense,’ which, 
taken as a whole, were highly creditable.” At our en- 
try into the war, he adds, “we lacked aeronautical en- 
gineers, we lacked large plants, we lacked skilled work- 
men and although in Europe war had been raging for 
almost’, three years, we lacked absolute knowledge of 
aeronautical requirements. Almost gayly, in our igno- 
rance, we undertook within three months.after the dec- 
laration of war a program calling for the completion 
within one year of 22,500 airplanes. We proposed to 
manufacture and maintain at the front 4,500 machines. 
At this time France and England, between them, after 
many years of preparation and three years of active com- 
bat, had been able to maintain at the front not more 
than 2,000 combat machines. Had it not been for our 
blissful ignorance of the magnitude and complexities of 
the task we would never have undertaken it. Yet if we 
had not undertaken so much we would not have done as 
much as we did.” The author traces the work of carry- 
ing out the Government’s aerial manufacturing pro- 
gram, and points out the difficulties which faced the 
Army more particularly, since “the Navy’s problem 
was undertaken successfully with the existing naval in- 
dustrial organization; also the Navy’s problem was of 
less difficulty than the Army’s because on not such a 
gigantic scale. The Navy entered the war with an ex- 
isting shipbuilding organization, provided with aero- 
nautical engineers, wind tunnel research facilities, train- 
ing seaplanes and airships and an adequate training 
station.” The book is written in an easy, readable style 
and is profusely illustrated. 

Canteening Overseas—1917-1919, by Marian Bald- 
win’ (The Macmillan Co.: New York). The author was 
a Y.M.C.A. worker with the A.E.F. in Europe. In the 
form of letters to friends at home she relates in an in- 
teresting way her experiences at sea, in Paris, Bor- 
deaux, Aix-les-Bains, the Lorraine sector, the Argonne, 
the St. Mihiel front, at Verdun, and finally with the 
Army of Occupation in Germany. The book relates a 
record of service by an American girl which is enter- 
taining. 

No Defense, by Sir Gilbert Parker (J. B. Lippincott 
Co.: Philadelphia). In this romance the scenes are 
laid in Ireland during the troublous days of the French 
Revolution, and also in England, America and the West 
Indies. The story chiefly concerns the enmities of two 
young Irishmen who are in love with the same girl. 
There is much of fighting on land and on sea, particu- 
larly the latter, in which ships of the British navy meet 
those of France. 

The Squadron, by Ardern Beaman (John Lane Co.: 
New York). ‘The performances of the British cavalry 
in France and in Flanders during the World War are 
told in narrative form by an English officer who served 
in that branch of the service and participated in many 
actions, and who related his personal experiences as 
well as those of his unit. He asserts that in many in- 
stances the British cavalry came into action before the 
Infantry could be brought up, but with the result that 
the outcome of the engagements resulted in victory for 
the Allies instead of defeat. Such obstacles as pre- 


“vented the use of cavalry to a greater extent in the war 


were, he asserts, unavoidable. * 

Der Weltkrieg im Lichte Naturwissenschaftlicher 
Geschichtsauffassung (Georg Bath: Berlin, S.W. 11, 
Germany). In this volume of some 300 pages by an 
unnamed author appear the “lay thoughts of a _voca- 
tional officer” on the causes and effects of the World 
War, in the light of natural science and an ordered 
working out of history. Blame for the war is not placed 
upon this or that political party, group or unit of either

length the questions of psychology, biology, racial pro- 
clivities, social aspirations and antagonisms as forces 
that determine to a large extent the military history of 
the world. ; 

Der Krieg zur See 1914-1918 (E. S. Mittler & Sohn: 
Berlin, S.W., Germany). ‘he first volume of this work 
of the German Admiralty is a book of 289 pages and 
numerous maps and, tables covering the period from the 
opening of the war to the beginning of September, 1914, 
under the title “Der Krieg in der Nordsee.” While the 
period covered by this volume is a short one, tne naval 
and political events recorded were of far-reaching im- 
portance in determining the final outcome of the war at 
sea. Lhe German navy had no history back of it, no 
actual war experience such as the Imperial armies had 
for their schooling, but, says the author, it.was con- 
fronted at the very outset with the greatest problem 
that could ever have been set before it. ‘I’he successes 
or failures of the campaign, he believes, are to be judged 
from a consideration of the new and extraordinary con- 
ditions that had to be met by the various responsible 
yfticers. Chapter 6 is devoted to the “English Block- 
ade” and treats of Germany’s lack of knowledge as to the 
defensive plans, position and formation. of the Brit- 
ish fiéet, gives the British plan of operations, describes 
the cruiser expeditions of the Grand Fleet, operations 
of the German submarines, and various other matters, 
including the sea battle of Aug. 28, 1914, and its con- 
sequences. 

Boys’ Book of Sea Fights, by Chelsea Curtis Fraser 
(Thomas Y. Crowell Co.: New York). For young folks 
who love to read about famous naval commanders and 
the actions in which they took part this book of Mr. 
Kraser’s will be most enjoyable. In its pages are told 
the stories of the lives of Sir Francis Drake, Marshal 
Anne-Hilarion de Tourville, admiral of the French 
navy, Commodore John Paul Jones, Lord Nelson and 
Admiral Farragut. The sea fights of the book’s title 
include the burning of the Philadelphia by Decatur, 
Perry’s victory on Lake Erie, the Monitor and Merrimac 
engagement, the Spanish War battles of Manila Bay and 
Santiago, and the Falkland Islands and Jutland battles 
of the World War. 

Vocabulaire en Cing Langues, by Henri Viard (Gau- 
thier-Villars et Cie.: Paris, France). This is a vocab- 
ulary of words used in connection with wireless teleg- 
raphy and wireless telephony, in English, French, Ital- 
ian, Spanish and German. ‘The definitions have re- 
ceived the approval of the British Electrotechnic Com- 
mittee’s revised report of 1914 and have been provision- 
ally approved by the sub-committee on nomenclature, 
British Committee of the International Electrotechnical 
Commission, 1908. Credit is given the matter taken 
from Radiotelegraphy, by Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, 
former Chief Signal Ofticer, U.S.A., and trom the Year 
Book of Wireless Telegraphy and ‘Telephony. 

Practical Military Topography, by James A. Moss 
and George R. Guild, assisted by Joseph T. Singewald, 
jr, and Richard T. Cox (George Banta Publishing Co.: 
Menasha, Wis.). Mr. Moss was formerly a colonel in 
the United States Army. Captain Guild, U.S.A,, retired, 
is professor of military science and tactics at Johns Hop- 
kins University; Mr. Singewald is a captain and Mr. 
Cox a lieutenant in the O.R.C. and of the faculty of the 
university. ‘The book represents their combined efforts 
in the production of a work which is intended to teach 
the military student sketching and map reading in the 
most practical manner and witheut wasted effort on the 
part of either instructor or the student. To the latter 
the book will prove helpful and will be a time-saver. 
The text can be used to advantage for officers’ schools, 
non-commissioned officers’ schools and regimental schools 
for enlisted men. It is altogether technical and con- 
tains many diagrams and other illustrations. 

G.H.Q. (Montreuil-Sur-Mer), by “G.S.O.” (E. P. 
Dutton and Co.: New York). How the officers at- 
tached to General Headquarters of the British Expedi- 
tionary Force at Montreuil, France, lived, worked and 
spent their little leisure is pleasantly described by this 
writer, using the above initials as a nom de plume. It 
is rather the social than the military aspect of this life 
that is dwelt on, although many details of the organiza- 
tion are given. Critics of our own military efforts would 
doubtless be surprised to learn in these pages that it 
was not until the summer of 1918 that “the business of 
improvisation which had been begun in 1914 was fin- 
ished, actually finished,” that is it had taken four years 
to complete the formation and operation of a “grand 
staff,’ as this writer describes a general staff. ‘There 
are some amusing and complimentary remarks about 
American officers and men. 

The Annual Reports of the Board of Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution, 1918 (Government Printing 
Office: Washington). T'his report covers the operations, 
expenditures and condition of the Institution for the 
year ended June 30, 1918. Among the special articles 
of Service interest are “The Discovery of Helium and 
What Came of It,” by C. G. Abbot; “An Account of 
the Rise of Navigation,” by R. H. Curtiss; “History of 
Military Medicine and Its Contribution to Science,” by 
Col. W. P. Chamberlain, Med. Corps, U.S.A 

Blind: A Story of These Times, by Ernest Poole 
(The Macmillan Co.: New York). A novel in which 
the story is told by an emergency officer in the American 
Army who was blinded by shrapnel early in the war, the 
moral of the tale being that most of the world is blind 
to the social forces working toward a greater liberty for 
the mass of the people. The story is largely autobio- 
graphical, since Mr. Poole, like his hero, has been a 
newspaper reporter, a correspondent in Russia and 
Germany, and a writer on social-political topics. The 
hero’s brief Army experience gives a convincing im- 
pression of what were probably the average civilian’s 
emotions and reactions while in the Service and after 
his return to the United States as a casual. 

Memoirs of the Count De Rochechouart, authorized 
translation by Frances Jackson (E. P. Dutton and Co.: 
New York). The autobiography of a distinguished 
French nobleman who served as aide-de-camp to the 
Tsar Alexander I in the European campaign of 1812. 
He relates many unusual incidents and adventures dur- 
ing the retreat of Napoleon’s Grand Army. He later 
took part in the advance of the Allies and became gov- 
ernor of Paris, serving under the restored French mon- 
archy after Waterloo.

Bonus Provisions ror WorLD WAR VETERANS. 

Attorney General Newton of the state of New York 
announced on Nov. 8 that women as well as men of 
that state who served in the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps during the World War are entitled to share in 
the $45,000,000 bonus provided for by the action of 
voters of the state on Nov. 2. The Attorney General 
added in his statement, which was intended to give in- 
formation to veterans as to their status under the legis- 
lation providing for the bonus, that payments will be 
made upon application to the commission, yet to be ap- 
pointed, in whose charge the administration of the de- 
tails of the plan is to be carried out. The time limit for 
such applications is to be fixed by the Legislature, but 
those who are entitled to benefit under the new provision 
are advised that no state officer has power to make pay- 
ments at present, and that nothing can be gained by 
sending in applications to state officers until the Legis- 
lature meets. When provision is made for the distrib- 
uting commission public notice will be giveh of the 
method of making application. The Attorney General 
has decided that the State Comptroller, however, can 
immediately proceed to issue and sell bonds to raise the 
required $45,000,000. It is believed that the passage of 
the necessary legislation will be one of the first acts of 
the New York Legislature in 1921. Voters of New Jer- 
sey on Nov. 2 approved the $12,000,000 bonus proposi- 
tion. Every man and woman of that state who volun- 
teered or was inducted into the Federal Service in the 
World War is to receive a bonus of $10 per month for 
each month he or she served; the aggregate individual 
amount, however, is not to exceed $1 The State 
House Commission is to arrange for the required bond 
issue of $12,000,000. 
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CurRISTMAS PACKAGES FoR TROOPS OVERSEAS. 
Instructions which will facilitate the sending and the 
receipt of Christmas packages for U.S. troops in Ger- 
many, Hawaii, the Philippines, the Canal Zone and 
Porto Rico, have been issued by the War Department. 
For shipment to Germany: If sent by parcel post the 
packages must conform with postal regulations and, in 
addition, candy and tobacco must be inclosed in tins or 
light wooden boxes. All boxes shipped by express or 
mail should be limited to seven pounds and not to ex- 
ceed seventy-two inches in combined length and girth. 
No perishable food products other than inclosed in tins 
should be packed in such shipments. Mail and express 


matter should be addressed plainly, marked with name,

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Senator Harpine DEcLINES BATTLESHIP. 
President-elect Warren G. Harding on Nov. 5 declined 
very courteously the offer of President Wilson, made 
through Secretary of the Navy Daniels, of the use of a 
battleship to transport himself and party from Hampton 
Roads, Va., to the Canal Zone, which Senator Harding 
and his friends are to visit upon concluding their stay 
at Point Isabel, Texas, where they now are. The Presi- 
dent also tendered Senator Harding the use of the 
U.S.S. Mayflower to take him and his party to Hamp- 
ton Roads. Senator Harding ~explained that he had 
already arranged to take passage to the Zone from a 
Gulf port. Secretary of War Baker on Nov. 5 said: 
“While I have had no word from Senator Harding that 
would indicate he will desire to inspect the Army posts 
of the Texas border, I will direct that every possible 
facility for inspection and every courtesy be accorded 
him. We will not let any technicalities stand in the 
way of properly doing honor to the distinguished vis- 
itor should he elect to look over the military organiza- 
tion on the border. The same courtesies will be offered 
him in a military way while he is in the Panama Canal 
Zone.” On Nov. 8 Senator Harding announced that he 
has planned to leave New Orleans with his party on 
Nov. 18 for Cristobal, C.Z., on the merchant steamer 
Parismina, which is due at Cristobal on Nov. 23. The 
party will remain on the zone five days and then embark 
for Norfolk, Va., on the merchant steamer Pastores, 
leaving on Nov. 28 and arriving at Norfolk on Dec. 4,

I[EALTH OF THE TROOPS, 

Excellent health conditions continue among troops in 
the United States, according to reports received in the 
oflice of the Surgeon General for the week ending Oct. 
29. The admission rate is lower than in the previous 
week. The non-effective rate is considerably higher for 
the week, but this increase is due to the counting of the 
patients remaining in the general hospitals as a part of 
the non-effectives, which had not been done previously. 
Some of these patients are remaining overseas cases. 
Sporadic cases of epidemic diseases continue to be re- 
ported from many stations, but there is no indication of 
any appearing epidemic form except at Camp Dix, 
where twenty-five new cases of measles occurred. This 
command has nearly 10,000 men. There were seven 
new cases of* pneumonia reported during the week, two 
from the 2d Corps Area, two from the 9th Corps Area, 
and one each in the 8th Corps Area, Fort Thomas and 
the Letterman General Hospital. Three new cases of 
influenza were reported from Camp Knox. Walter Reed 
General Hospital had one admission for typhoid fever. 
here were no admissions for diphtheria, meningitis or 
scarlet fever during the week. Fifteen cases of malaria 
occurred, nine of which were in the Sth Corps Area. 
There were tliree deaths from disease, as follows: tuber- 
culosis of meninges one, myocarditis one, and general 
paralysis of the insane one. Among the American Forces 
in Germany the health conditions continue excellent. 
There is a slight increase in the admission rate, but a 
decrease in the non-effective rate. There were three ad- 
missions for pneumonia, three for influenza and two for 
diphtheria reported during the week. ‘There were two 
deaths due to pneumonia.

U.S. Revrer Sure ARRIVES AT PEKIN. 

Under command of Major Noble J. Wiley, U.S.A., 
the U.S. Army éransport Merritt arrived at Pekin from 
Manila on Nov. 5 with a cargo of 250 tons of food and 
100 tons of clothing, which will be delivered at Tientsin 
to the International Relief Society. According to a 
special dispatch to the Philadelphia Public Ledger the 
cargo has already been transferred to barges, which have 
started up the grand canal in the hope of reaching the 
famine area in China, before the canal freezes. 
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SITUATION IN NAVAL AVIATION. 

A strict censorship has been clamped on the activities 
of naval aviation, or rather the officers on aviation duty 
in the Navy Department have been directed not to talk 
for publication on aviation matters. The orders are to 
the effect that any matter of information requested by 
the press shall be submitied for approval to the Chief 
of Naval Operations and when approved released through 
the Navy news bureau. The reason for this order, it is 
learned, was the publication of an item relative to radio 
direction of aviation bombs. ‘The publication was not 
due to the disclosure of the information by any officer on 
duty in the Navy Department, but to the fact that news 
of experiments was given by a civilian as far removed 
from the Navy Department as the state of Ohio, and its 
publication made possible by an association of civilian 
manufacturers. It is considered likely, when the facts 
concerning this items of confidential information are 
checked up in the Navy Department, that the silence ban 
may be lifted; but when that will be is not indicated at 
present. Until such time as the Chief of Operations 
rescinds his order, therefore, Navy aviation activities so 
far as they are confirmed officially may see the light of 
print only in such formal and routine statements as are 
to be “released” to the press. Officers on aviation duty, 
likewise, may be permitted to receive representatives of 
the press; but as stated by a high ranking officer on this 
duty, “we cannot tell them anything.” 

The effect of the silence order has naturally been to 
arouse a feeling of resentment that officers should be 
regarded as so lacking in judgment 6r loyalty to the Ser- 
vice as to be under suspicion of disclosing confidential 
matters. On the other hand, they’ know thet in avia- 
tion the Navy is accomplishing many things of very deep 
interest to the Services and that the publication of news 
of aviation activities could not do aught else than to 
justify to the ¢ untry the large expenditures in this 
highly specialized effort in the Navy. Naval aviation, 
though it has been checked by reason of the failure of 
Congress to pass the Hicks bill creating a Bureau of 
Aeronautics and a Naval Air Corps in the Navy De- 
partment, has been making great strides since the pas- 
sage of the Naval Appropriation act. In both heavier- 
than-air and lighter-than-air craft, it can be said, the 
advance has been greater than in any other country with 
the possible exception of Germany. But under the sil- 
ence order information of interest on this advance will 
not be disseminated except for such routine statements 
as ay be issued and which, as a rule, have had extracted 
from them the very detail that would make the items of 
interest. 

For more than a year naval aviation has been under 
direction of an assistant to the Chief of Naval Aviation. 
ho | been little more than liaison officer with the 
bureaus, for there are assistants for aviation in the Bu- 








r of Ordnance, Navigation, Engineering, Yards and 
Decks, Supplies and Accounts, Construction and Repair, 
M ne and Surgery. Likewise, schools, stations and 
depots for naval aviation are under direction of the com- 
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mandants of naval districts, and fleet aviation under the 
Commander of the Fleet Aviation Detachment, under 
orders of the commander-in-chief of the fleet. During 
the war there was an Aviation Division in the Navy De- 
partment which functioned to all intents and purposes as 
&@ separate bureau, and the fact that there is a bill before 
Congress to create a separate bureau and corps for avia- 
tion is an indication that the existing method of admin- 
istration and control is considered unsatisfactory. Sena- 






tor Keyes, of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
and Representative Hicks, of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, stated just before Congress adjourned in 
June that they intended to bring the bill before the short 
session opening in December, and both were confident 
that it wovld be enacted into law. ‘The admitted im- 
fortance of aviation in its relation to the fleet is of itself 
a promise of a clarification of the situation in the not 
distant future. With a Bureau of Aeronautics and an 
Air Corps established, dissatisfaction would disappear

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THE U.S. NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Rumors and gossip which finally found expression in 
newspaper stories to the effect that Admiral Henry B. 
Wilson, U.S.N.. commander-in-chief of the U.S. Atlantic 


Ileet, was to sueceed Rear Admiral Archibald H. Seales, 
UUS.N.. as Superintendent of the U.S. Naval Academy, 
were denounced by Secretary Daniels on Ney. 8 as “un- 
true and unfounded.” A report which appeared in Wash- 
ington newspapers that day, said the Secretary, was not 
only without basis in fact, but it was an unwarranted 
reflection upon Admiral Scales, who had done and was 
doing splendid work at the academy, and who was han 
dling the situation relative to hazing masterfully and to 
the satisfaction and approval of the Nevy Department. 
It is possible that Admiral Seales may be relieved next 
spring at the end of the academic year, but if such 
change of duties takes place it will be wholly a routine 
occurrence, said the Secretary, and due to the fact that 
Admiral Scales is anxious to have command at sea. 

Since his assignment as Superintendent in February, 
1919, Admiral Scales las been prompt in taking neces 
sary measures to maintain a high state of discipline at 
the Naval Academy, and the record accomplished in the 
various fields of academy activity under his direction 
has been execllent and entirely satisfactory to the Navy 
Department. At the beginning of the academic year 
there have been a few instances of hazing or attempis 
at hazing. As was noted in our Naval Academy letter 
at the time, Admiral Scales on Oct. 27 notified the Navy 
Department that there had been two cases of hazing, 
that the men were known and would be punished. In 
one case the punishment would be inflicted by the Super- 
intendent and in the other it was requested that the 
Navy Department take action. No midshipman had been 
injured. The Superintendent reported that he had or- 
dered boards of investigation to examine and report. 
The midshipmen of the Fourth Class were segre- 
gated on the four upper floors of the second and fourth 
wings of Bancroft Hall, where they are entirely sepa- 
rated from the midshipmen of the upper classes. he 
Fourth Class men were also placed in two special bat- 
talions, consisting only of Fourth Class men. In this 
connection Admiral Scales issued an order that “all mid- 
shipmen except Fourth Class men are strictly forbidden 
to enter the Fourth Class quarters under any pretext 
whatsoever, and all Fourth Class men are forbidden to 
visit the rooms or quarters of any midshipman not of 
the Fourth Class.” ‘This action was approved by the 
Navy Department, where it was stated that it was evi- 
dent that Admiral Seales had taken prompt and effective 
measures to maintain discipline at the Naval Academy.

WASTINGION Hovustnc CONDITIONS Scorev. 

Facts relative to the housing conditions in Washing- 
ton, D.C., which have been in process of collection from 
officers on duty in the Navy Department and others en- 
gaged in departmental activities have been laid before 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Woodbury. These re- 
ports of inability to find living quarters in the city at 
rates of rental which officers and others can afford to 
pay cover the period since last July, when an officer of 
the Bureau of Navigation was charged with the duty of 
listing quarters available for officers ordered to the 
Navy Department for duty. Ilis investigation shows 
that in four months only one house could be found ayvail- 
able for an officer and his family, and that where apart 
ments were vacated they were controlled by persons who 
sub-let and furnished them, and in each such case a new 
tenant was charged from twenty-five per cent. upward 
increase in rental over that paid by the officer vacating 
the apartment. The report also shows that there are 
housing facilities for all officers in Washington, but 
that numerous houses have been withdrawn from rental 
and placed on sale, and that the city has hundreds of 
such houses unoccupied awaiting purchase at 
warranted even in these days of inflation. ‘he reports 
submitted to Secretary Weodbury on becoming known to 
the real estate brokers in the city resulted in the ap-

Representative Blanton of 
Texas recently published an open letter to Secretary 
Daniels protesting against the annbduneed eruises as un- 
authorized by Congress and also on the ground that “‘it 
vould require at least seventy per cent. more eoal and 
oil than ordinary to run these two flects on such a 
cruise.” At the Navy Department it was stated there 
would be no formal reply from the Secretary to the Ict- 
ter, and it was pointed out that if Mr. Blanton believes 
his stand will find support he has an opportunity to 
ving his protest to tbe attention of Congress, It is 
understood that the admirals of the fleets have »:- 
proved the summer cruise plans, and of necessity it will 
take some months in advance to prepare for the eruises 
and also for the extension of courtesies throught invita- 
jion to visit their ports from the countries it is in- 
tended to include in the itineraries. Thus it is consid- 
cred proper that the cruises should be approved and 
preparations made for them despite the fact that Seere- 
tary Daniels will go out of office next March. Congress 
has appropriated funds to pay the fuel bills of the Navy. 
and estimates for fuel requirements were made with 
ihese cruises in mind. The position of Mr. Daniels is 
that the expense of mantaining an idle Navy would be 
greater than if cruises are scheduled.

Pek MANENYT AMERICAN CEMETERY IN ENGLAND. 

It was announced by the War Department on Noy. 8 
that about 550 families in the United States have re- 
quested that their soldier dead may remain permanently 
interred in England, the country in which they died dur- 
ing the World War. ‘The remains of gll others of the 
American dead in Great Britain have been already re- 
turned to the United States by the Army. ‘The Secre- 
iary of War has given orders for the remainder of the 
American dead in England to be concentrated in a cen- 
ctery in the vicinity of London which will be under the 
perpetual care and control of the United States Govern- 
ment, the British authorities having signified their as- 
sent to this proposal. The War Department will cor- 
respond with cach of the families directly concerned, 
laying before them alternative propositions, either to give 
their approval to the departmental policy of concentra- 
tion, with assurance of fitting governmental maintenance 
for all time to come, or, in the event of their preference 
that their dead shall remain undisturbed where they now 
lie, in local British cemeteries, that the relatives shall 
formally release the Government from the future care 
of the graves and make their own arrangements for 
maintenance. American dead in Great Britain have becn 
heretofore buried in ninety-three places, and the policy 
of concentration has been determined upon as_ being 
necessary in order that the Government may discharge 
its future obligations satisfactorily to the American 
pe ople. 
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Marine Avrarion, Santo Domingo. 

The Marine Aviation Force stationed at Sante Do- 
mingo City, D.R., is developing air passenger and mail 
service with highly satisfactory results. Passengers are 
being taken from one post to another and mail is being 
delivered whenever a suitable occasion arises. A satis- 
factory mail service is in effect between Santo Domingo 
city and Santiago. Also between Santo Domingo city 
and San Pedro de Macoris. ‘The mountainous and jungle 
covered conditions of many portions of the island of 
Haiti render mail service by air much quicker than by 
any other means. Furthermore, the unsettled condition 
of portions of the interior is a source of delay to trans- 
portation upon land. It appears that airplane mail will 
be the solution of the problem of delays in ecommunica- 
tion which have been ‘experienced for a long time in 
Haiti.

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COMPTROLLER'’s DivIsSlONs 
Transportation of Dependents. 

The Comptroller decides that Sec. 12 of the act of 
May 18, 1920, providing for the transportation at Gov- 
ernment expense of the wife and dep ndent child or 
children of Army officers when required to change sta- 
tions does not authorize payment by the United States 
of the cost of the transportation of the wife or denend- 
ent child or children of an otfieer of the Army from his 
Inst permanent station to his home on retirement, 

Grade and Special Rating. 

‘The grade of an enlisted man of the Army is not 
changed by his acceptance of a specialist rating. If an 
enlisted man in the Service on June 4, 1920, was enti- 
tied, under laws in effect prior to that date, to a hicher 
rate of pay than that provided under Sec. 4b of the aét 
of June 4, 1920, he is permitted, under the sa ing clause 
in that section, to continue to receive such pay in liey 
of pay at the rate prescribed by See. 4b until the ter- 
nination of the enlistment in which serving on June 4, 
Ji20, if be continues in the same grade during such 
period. A change of grade within the nwaning of said

Deductions in Mileage Accounts. 

Decision was requested by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury us to the proper deductions to be made in mileage 
accounts of officers of the U.S. Coast Guard in cases 
where transportation is furnished by the Government; 
or where the shortest usually traveled route is in part-or 
entirely over land-grant or land-aided roads. The Comp- 
trollcr states: “That where transportation requests have 
been or shall be issucd to an officer, traveling in a mile- 
age statns, the commercial value or the amount whieh it 
would have cost the officer to have purchased the trans- 
portation, and any other expenses incurred by the Gov- 
ernment on account of his travel, should be deducted 
from the mileage to which he is entitled. The situation 
is the same whether or not the route’ of travel lies in 
whols, or in part over land-grant or bond-aided roads, 
and mileage is payable for the distance over the short- 
est usaally traveled route. : . 


Travel Allowance, Coast Guard Men. 


Enlisted men of the U.S. Coast Guard are entitled to 
the travel allowance authorized by the act of Feb. 28, 
1919, in the following circumstances: LUlonorably | dis- 
charged: (1) From a one-year first enlistment when the 
date he enlisted was prior to May 18, 1920, and_the 
date he was honorably discharged was on or after’ May 
18, 1920; (2) From one-year re-enlistment, he having 
been paid mileage upon expiration of a previous enlist- 
ment, when the date he he-enlisted was prior to May 18, 
1920, and the date he was honorally discharged was on 
or after May 18, 1920; (3) From a onc-ycar first enlist- 
ment when the date he enlisted was on or after May 18, 
1920; (4) From a one-year re-enlistrrent, he having 
been paid mileage upon expiration of x previous enlist- 
ment, when the date he re-enlisted was on or after May 
18, 1920. 
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OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF THE.ARMY. 
Meaning of “National Guard.” 

The Jadge Advocate General of the Army holds that 
the worls “National Guard,” as used in Secs. 3a, 5 and 
81 of the National Defense act as amended by the act 
of June 4, 1920, may not be given a definition to be uni- 
formly applied to the expression in each place that it is 
found in the act, but in each case of their use a study 
must be made of the context in order to determine 
whether, by their use, Congress meant io refer to the 
militia generally or to such militia only as had been 
made, by the law of the state or territory concerned, to 
conform to the requirements laid down by the National 
Defense act. 

Retirement and Warrani Office. 

Sec. 127a, added to the National Defense act by the 
act of June 4, 1920. reads, in part, as follows: “Retired 
enlisted men who have syrved honorabiy as commissioned 
officers of the U.S. Army at some time vetween April 6, 
1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, including those who have been 
placed on the retired list during the World War and 
who have been or may hereafter be discharged from their 
temporary commissions, shall receive the retired pay and 
allowances of warrant officers on the retired list, as pro- 
vided in this act.” ‘The question is as to the effect of 
this section on a temporary lieutenant colonel eligible 
for retirement under the laws governing retirement of 
enlisted men, particularly as to whether he will be en- 
titled to the retired pay and allowances of a warrant 
officer on the retired list. Certain other questions are 
asked, all of which are disposed of, the J.A.G. holds, by 
the construction given the section quoted by his office, 
viz, that the purpose of said section was to make  1ro- 
vision for certain retired enlisted men who had retired 
prior to the passage of the act and were therefore as 
such, notwithstanding long service, including commis- 
sioned service, ineligible for appointment as warrant 
officers. It was not intended to provide an easy avenue 
ef attainment of the retired pay and allowances of war- 
raut officers on the retired list for those who had never 
served as warrant >fficcrs and may be eligible or may 
become eligible for appointmnt as such. . 

Promotion of Retired Officer. 

As to a question whether a chaplain on the retired list 
of the grade of major is entitled to advancement on the 
retired list to the grade of lieutenant colonel, the J.A.G. 
notes that this office has held in an opinion rendered 
June 28, 1920, that: “The benefits of advanced grade 
provided by the ninth paragraph of Sec. 127a of the Na- 
tional Defense act are to be determined . . . under 
former laws with respect to the promotion of such offi- 
cers until such time as the total service of any such offi- 
cer on the active list, plus his service under detail, pro- 
duces the equivalent of a continucus service from the 
date of his entry into active service to June 4, 1920.” 
The officer in question had served a suificient period on 
active duty after his retirement to give him the equiva- 
lent of active service up to and until June 17, 1911. On 
the latter date, and in fact up to June 4, 1920, the hich- 
est grade that could be attained Ly a chaplain was that 
of major, and therefore under the rule above laid down 
this officer is not now entitled to advancement upon such 
list to the grade of lieutenant colonel. 

Permanent Change of Station. 

An officer was commissioned from civil life at a post 
and immediately ordered to overseas duty and after a 
period of treatment in a hospital in the United States, 
is now being ordered to a permanent station for duty and 
mquires as to whether transportation can be furnished 
for his wife. It appears that his prospective station wil] 
be the first permanent station to which he has been as- 
signed and the question is whether he is entitled to the 
benefit of Sec. 12, act of May 18, 1920, 41 Stat. 604, pro- 
viding “that hereafter when any commissioned officer 
° having a wife or dependent child or children, is 
ordered to make a permanent change of «tation, the 
United States shall furnish transportation in kind from 
funds appropriated for the transportation of the Army.” 
fu the opinion of the JAG, the words “perman nt 
change of siation” do not necessarily mean from one per- 
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manent s.at'on to another permanent station, but where 
an oficer has once been assigned to a station, whether 
permanent or temporary, thereafter if he is ordered to a 
permaucnut station he is- entitled to: transportation for 
his wife and dependent children to the new station at 
an expense not greater than that involved in going from 
his old to the new station. But an officer upon his ini- 
tial appointment should not be assigned temporarily to a 
station for the purpose of giving him the benefit of the 
statute, but such initial assignment should be made in 
good faith and in the interest of the Government. 
Flying Pay Decision. 

An officer of the Air Serv.ce is not-entitled to, reecive 
flying pay for six days when on hunting leave and xb- 
sent from his post. The Comptroller bas held that a 
Navy officer on temporary duty not requiring flights ‘s 
net cntitied to flying pay, when the language of the 
statute is less restrictive than the statute appl cable to 
the Army. The op nion of the J.A.G.’s offices of April 
1920, is overruled. 

Line of Duty Opinion. 


The r >ort of a beard of officers in the cas* of. th» 
death of t’vt. Boyd Tyler, Troop A, 9th Cavalry, found 


“that the death was caused by gunshot wound roeeived 
about neon, July 21, 1920, at the house of Horses: 
Percy Emery, Troop A, 9th Cavalry, in Dolores. about

three miles northeast of Camp Stotsenburg, V’J.: that 
I’vt. Boyd Tyler was accidentally shot by Pvt. Philip I. 
Sweed, Troop A, 9th Cavalry, while Private I'yler was 
absent without leave; that death was not in line of duty, 
as Private Tyler was then absent without leave, 2nd 
not om a duty status; that death was not due to d 
ceased’s own: wilful misconduct, since accident was not 
due to his absence without leave. Death is regarded as 
having been incurred in line of duty within the purview 
of Seetion 300, War Risk Insurance act, approved Oct. 
6, 1917. as amended hy act of Congress approved Dee. 
24, 121, and not in line of duty for other purposos.” 
The proceedings were duly approved by the convening 
authority. The ease was sent to the Judge Advecate 
General for remark and his conelusions are that ily i- 
dence shows that it was “about noon” when Tyler came 
into Emery’s house; Tyler could have been at place of 
the accident after noon “without a pass.” “About noon” 
would indicate shortly after noon as well as shortly be- 
fore. In such a case no presumption must be taken 
against the soldier and the aceident therefore inust be 
presumed to have oceurred after noon of Jaly 21, when 
Tyler would not have required a pass; hence at the 
time he was not withont permissive bounds. Consre- 
quently the death of Private Tyler should be regarded 
as having occurred in line of duty and not as the re- 
sult of his own wilful misconduct. 
Revocation of Warrant Unauthorized. 

In the case of Howard D. Casey, 5th Co., Motor 
Group No. 30, Fort Bliss, Texas, whose warrant as ser- 
geant was revoked because at the time it arrived at his 
station he was awaiting court-martial trial at Fort 
Bliss, at which trial he was later acquitted, the opinion 
of the Judge Advocate General states: “His appoint- 
ment by Chief, Motor Transport Corps, upon recommen- 
dation of his company commander, was effective as soon 
as made, and he could thereafter be reduced only in ac- 
cordance with Army Regulations 276, which provides 
that a non-commissioned officer can be reduced to the 
ranks by court-martial sentence or on recommendation 
of his company commander, by order of the appointing 
officer. It does not appear that Casey’s company cam- 
mander ever recommended reduction; therefore, the at- 
tempted revocation of warrant, or reduction to ranks, 
was unauthorized.” 

Post Exchanae Saics Tar. 

Relative to the legality of the post exchange at Fort 
Slocum, N.Y., paying the sales tax imposed by the Rev- 
enuc_act of 1918, which act imposes the tax on the pur- 
chaser, the opinion of ie J.A.G. is: “The act requires 
that the tax be collected from the customer, but this of- 
fice sees no objection to exchanges so adjusting their 
prices, ete., as to pay the tax themselves” 
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SERVICE TOWARD ENLISTED RETIREMENT. 

Some interesting questions are raised by recently 
commissioned officers and prospective warrant officers 
who have had service as enlisted fnen, service that with 
double time credits glready earned has )rought them al- 
most within sight of their statutory retirement dates 
under the thirty year provisions for retiring enlisted 
men. We received the following query: 

X. Y. Z. asks: Former Master Sergeant Jones was serving 
as a captain, Infantry, emergency, on Sept. 30 and had twenty- 
eight years’ ‘service to his credit on.that date. On Oct. 1, 1920, 
he accepts a commission as captain, Infantry, Regular Army, 
On Sept. 30, 1922, he resigns, re-enlists in Q.M.C., and is 
immediately appointed master sergeant. He then has to his 
eredit twenty-five years’ enlisted service, three years under 
emergency commission and two years as an officer of the-Reg- 
ular Armv. Is Jones eligible in 1922 for retirement as an en- 
listed man? 

The act of Feb. 14, 1885, provided for retirement: 
“When an enlisted man has served as such thirty years 
in the U.S. Army or Marine Corps, either as private of 
non-commissioned officer.” The act of Sept. 30, 1890, 
added: “If said enlisted man had war service with the 
Army in the field, or in the Navy or Marine Corps in 
active service, either as Volunteer or Regular, during 
the War of the Rebellion such war service shall be com- 
puted as double time in computing the thirty years nec- 
essary to enable him to be retired.” (The Secretary of 
War held that “war sérvice” referred to in the act of 
18"0 shall include service rendered as a commissioned 








officer. ) re 

.ue act of May 26, 1900, and subsequent acts gave 
double credit for certain forcigu service of an enlisted 
m 


an. 

The acts of March 2, 1903, and June 12, 1906, pro- 
vided for counting commissioned service of U.S. Volun- 
teers in the Spanish-American War and commissioned 
service in the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment and 
Vhilippine Scouts towards retirement of enlisted men as 
thowgl: such service had been enlisted service. 

The act of July 9, 1918, provided that in the case 
enlisted men discharged to accept commissions in the 
emergency forces and later re-enlisting, such emergency 
commissioned setvice should count for purposes’ of re- 
tirement of such enlisted men. 

The act of March 2, 1907, provides: “When an 






lisicd man shall have served thirty years either in the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or in all. he shall, upon 
making application to the President. be placed wpon ‘the 
retired list. . . . Provided: That iv computing the 
necessary thirty years’ time all servic in the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corns shall be credited.” 


The J.A.G. held “(Sept. 22, 1916): “That under the 
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statute time served as a commissioned officcr in the 
National Guard in the actual service of the United 
Siates, or as a member of the Officers’ Reserve Corps in 
active serviee, may properly be counted toward the re- 
tirement of an enlisted man.” 

fhe act of 1890 and the Army Regulations ever since 
that time, including Regulations now in use (A.R. 154), 
“ond: “When an enlisted man Shal! have served thirty 
years a& such,” etc. These two words that we have ital- 
icized are absent from the law of 1907, quoted above, 
and no explanation is forthcoming as to a reason for 
their omission from the law. It would appear that 
neither the omission nor the retention of these two 
words could have made any difference in the application 
of the law and regulations for enlisted retirement up to 
the present time, for there has never been any occasion 
in this connection to consider any other than enlisted 
service and the temporary commissioned service spe- 
cially mentioned in the laws above quoted. 

he case presented by our correspondent X. Y. Z. 
stated above is one for which there is no precedent. 
There are many commissioned officers in the Permanent 
[Establishment who were formerly enlisted men, but we 
do not recall a case where a former Regular officer has 
re-entered the Permanent Establishment by enlistment. 
We are informed that the War Department never has 
had sa application in which it was desired to count 
commissioned service in the Regular Army toward the 
thirty years’ service required for retirement of an en- 
listed man. The question of X. Y. Z. being an abstract 
one, it cannot be presented to the J.A4.G. for an opin- 
ion: therefore, the question as to whether Master Ser- 
veant Jones's next two years’ service as a Regular offi- 
ecr will count toward retirement as an enlisted man if 
he resigns his commission and re-enlists in 1922 is one 
that cannot be determined now.

FUTURE OF NAVAL WARFARE DISCUSSED. 

Speaking of the future of naval warfare, an officcr of 
the Navy writes: “‘We will lose the confidence of the 
people and of Congress if we make the mistake to de- 
mand more billions for types of ships that may soon be 
valueless. We must make every dollar count when the 
country is staggering under taxation. Officers of the 
Army and Navy must prove that they are, above all 
things. citizens of the United States—and that they will 
not advocate waste. Then pcopie will trust us. We 
must have an up-to-date Navy with up-to-date weapons 
~-a Navy manued, organized, united and ready for use 
at the drop of the hat. The time has come to let the 
truth out. Suppression of facts and deception are not 
a cood basis for appropriations. We must stand on 
solid ground. The people are not iz a mood to cxeuse 
waste. We must put polities out of the Navy. too. The 
Navy is not a political tool.” Our correspoudent’s com- 
ment is based on an article, to which he ealls attention, 
on “Future Naval Warfare,” by “Quarterdeck,” in the 
New York Tribune. Some may fexr, he adds, that it 
will discourage appropriations and hurt the Navy. but 
he believes that on the contrary it will help the Navy. 
Following are extracts from the artiele by “Quarter- 
deck” 

New Factors Affecting Ship Design. 

“The nation that first solves the problem of future 
naval warfare will not only save billions of dollars, but 
will most surely safeguard itself. We should act at 
once. There are three principal clements conspiring 
directly to force a change in the design of fighting ships: 
Aviation—land and sea planes; the development of the 
submarine and submarine mines; the perfection of fhe 
torpedoplane. It is in line with plain common sense 
to predict that these three factors, previously somewhat 
undeveloped but now being perfected in their offensive 
deadliness, are sounding the ultimate doom of the $40,- 
100,000 super-dreadnought. We may soon be forced. 
fur economical as well as military reasons, to resort to 
smaller and cheaper battleships, turtle-back ships or 
submersibles—ships that will be less vulnerable to at- 
tack by immense charges of high explosives discharged 
from the air above and from the sea below. 

“We. must admit that at present the super-dread- 
nought is the embodiment of sea power. But we may 
very wisely doubt the advisability of building or design- 
iug any more of these very expensive ships if we al- 
ready have enough to meet any probable enemy upon the 
sen Pending the development of ths bombing and the 
torpedoplane we must retain the dreadnought. On the 
ober hand, we can mect the argument of those who sav 
tliat bombing is a dream by predicting that bombing 
aml the torpedoplane will soon become accurate and 
teadly. Air navigation, bombing, mines and torpedoes 
are in their infancy. We must anticipate the improve- 
ments of the immediate future in view of the astonish- 
ing developments since the armistice. 

“Sea power will continue to exercise the same power- 
ful influence in the future as in the past. But sen 
power, as expressed in present types of ships, must be 
allied with air power hereafter. The fleet composed of 
present types, no matter how powerful. must he safe 
from above! The fleet must at all times control—com- 
pletely control—the air above itself! When the fleet 
loses control of the air above it cannot long exist—un- 
Jess, of course, the future ship is made invulnerable 
from air attack. In other words, a revolution in ship 
design—nothing else-—can make sea power again su- 
preme. Sea power cannot defy air power unless the 
design of the fighting ship is radically changed. 

Air Power @: Future Warfare. 

“The full influence of air power upon future warfare 

ashore and afloat—has not been properly emphasized. 
Is it not clear that air power will absolutely forbid the 
transporiation of great asnies overseas in the future? 
Can a fleet of defenseless transports ignore a rain of 
bombs, and approach a coast and land these men in 
sitety? This cannot be done unless the transporting 
fleet completely and constantly controls the air above 
itself! And it must be equally evident that the attack- 
ing fleet cannot carry with it across the Atlantie or the 
acific a sufficient force of airplanes to retain contro! of 
the air against a defensive nation which possesses an 
adequate air foree! And if we stop to consider the fact 
that the defensive nation can bring mines, submarines 
and torpedoplanes to assist its bombing air force agaipst 
an attacking fleet of transports. does it not appear al- 
most impossible for nations to wage war overseas with 
kreat armies hereafter? In short, sea power will by: 
dependent upon air power. 

_ “It follows, logically, that the defense of our outly 
ing possessions—the Philippines. Guam, the Hawaiian 
Islands, Porto Rieo—will be much easier. A strong air 








force, allied with submarines. torpedoplanes, mines and 
torpedoes, may suffice, unaided by a ficet, to at least 


hold off an attack, if not completely defeat a hostile 
fleet. The United States can never be successfully at- 
tucked in the future by any power or any combination 
vf powers from overseaz. The danger from invasion is 
no more . proviéed we maintain and properly 
utilize submarines, mines and torpedoes. ‘These defen- 
sive clements—all of them comparatively cheap—give us 
sreat—if not complete—immunity from successful at- 
tack by a foreign power. 
Question of National Policy. 

“Inasmuch as the defensive policy is so simplified. we 
lave only to think of the offensive. ‘The consideration 
of the offensive elements in future warfare overseas. as 
far as the United States is concerned and the appropri- 
utions by Congress for offensive purposes hereafter, 
must be governed by our national policy. It remains, 
therefore, to decide whether or not we ourselves are to 
be aggressive hereafter, and to what extent we consider 
it incumbent upon us to be aggressive for the protection 
of our commerce and to secure forceful influences in for- 
cign affairs. Manifestiy, we can, if we choose, be very 
economical, reduce taxation and greatly curtail appro- 
-priation for offensive warfare. It is a question for the 
people to decide. Preparedness is as important as ever. 
I’reparedness for defense is much easier than ever be- 
fore in our history. Preparedness for offense, if we are 
to attack overseas, is more diflicult than in the past. 

“It behooves the United States, as never before, to 
give this subject immediate and intelligent considera- 
tion. We may save bilions of money if we encourage 
experts, inventors, skilled strategists and zealous officers 
of the Army and Navy to concentrate upon this subject. 
Discussion must be welcomed. Suggestions and criti- 
cisms must be invited. The Navy Department and the 
War Department as well must set officers free from the 
throttling and muzzling policy of the past aud permit 
ability, intelligence and loyalty to express themselves. 
The stifling of respectful free speech in the Army and 
Navy should not be tolerated in the future. We need 
an adequate Navy, always up to date, always ready foi 
baitle—not some of the time, but all of the time, every 
minute of the time.” 

A Defense of the Battleship. 

Earle Farwell, late lieutenant commander. U S.N.R., 
in a letter to the Tribune discussing this article, takes 
exception to “Quarterdeck’s” opinions that air power 
will change battleship design and that aviation and sub- 
marines are “sounding the ultimate doom of the battle- 
ship.” Such assertions, he writes, cannot go unchal- 
lenged, and quotes from a paper by Rear Admiral David 
W. Taylor, Chief Constructor, U.S.N., read before the 
I:vanklin Institute, noted further on. “Admiral Taylor.” 
Mr. Farwell says, “states that the torpedo is probably 
the most promising development, but it seems probable 
that aireraft will sooner become dangerous to destroyers 
ind small vessels than to the large shins of the line. 
The former are more vulnerable and will be less able to 
protect themselves.” In the battle of Jutland. he adds 
the British battleship Marlborough continued in action 
after being struck by a torpedo; the German battleship 
Ostfriesland sithough struck by a torpedo continued with 
the fleet. 

As to the contention that submarines and torpedoes 
as defensive elements “give immunity from suecessful 
attack by a foreign power,” he says: “Every naval strate- 
gist from Nelson to Mahan lays down as a funda- 
mental of suecessful naval warfare the necessity of seek- 
ing out and destroying the enemy's fleet or compelling it 
io remain harmless in port because of fear of giving 
battle. The Russo-Japanese War, our war with Spain 
and the World War all demonstrate the soundness of 
this principle. What would have been the result of the 
World War had the navies of England, Franee and Italy 
consisted of submarines, torpedo craft and other ‘defen- 
sive elements?” A navy must be strong enough to gain 
and keep control of sea routes of commeres, and this 
cannot be done by ‘defensive elements.’ ” 

“Battleship Still Is Supreme.” 

As to “Quarterdeck’s” statement that “a revolution in 
hip design—nothing else—can make sca power again su- 
preme,” the letter says: “Such a statement is ridiculous. 
Since when has sea power lost its supremacy? No one 
with knowledge of the late war could make such 9 state- 
ment. The battleship still is supreme. What the future 
may develop is another matter, but at present sea power 
is determined by battleships and nothing else. Sub- 
marines, destroyers and airplane carriers are auxiliaries 
and necessary, it is true, but the backbone of the fleet is 
the battleship. A statement that we need no more bat- 
tleships and that if we have a sufficient air and subma- 
rine foree we are safe from invasion is so perniciously 
untrue that its purpose is open to question ” 

NAVAL DESIGN AS AFFECTED BY TIE WAR. 
$dmiral Vaylors Franklin lustitute Address. 

he complete text of the paper on “The Design of War 
Vessels as Affected by the World War.” which was read 
by Rear Admiral David W. Taylor, U.S.N.. before the 
Franklin Institute of Philadelphia on April 21, is pub- 
lished for the first time in the August number of the 
Journal of the Franklin. Tnstitute, Part of the paper 
appeared in our issue of May 1, page 1079, and from the 
text now available we make the following extrnets, Ad- 
miral Taylor said: 

“The battle of Jutland is casily the foremost single 
event of modern naval history. The controversial pliases 
of the tacties employed in this battle are only of interest 
to the naval designer in so far as the material in the two 
fleets influenced the judgment and decisions of the high 
command on each sidv, and to the extent that new instru- 
ments of naval warfare, not then available but developed 
sinee, would have exercised a determining influence in the 
tactics employed. Ino the latter class comes the use of 
aiveraft, by far the most important aspect of this en- 
gagement, to the designer, is the manner in which the 
yurious types of vessels engaged fulfilled the funetions 
for whieh they originally were designed. In regard to 
ixpe. the first outstanding fact is that battle cruisers 
must inevitably play ay important réle in major fleet 
actions. Fach side in turn, fiest the Germans and then 
the British, used their battle cruisers to lead the wholes 
or a portion of the enemy's fleet to contact with the main 
body of their own fleet. Ta facet, with the single excep 
tion of the Warspite. if was the battle cruisers on both 
sides that stood the brunt ef the action and received the 
lien’s share of punishment from the enemy, 

The Battle Cruiser. 

“Hf the battle had+beew fought between battleships 
there might have been a different story to tell. The losses 
vod heavy damages sustained by the vessels of battle 
eruiser type bear out, to some extent, the pre-war con 
lentions of those who maintained that it was not fit te 
tuke its place in the line of battle. Ou the other hand, 





excepting their greater vulnerability, it cannot be denied 
that they acquitted themselves with credit even when 
pitted against the more heavily armed and armored bat- 
tleship. Furthermore, not only was the value of their 
greater speed demonstrated, but also the value of one 
side holding the speed gauge over the other was shown, 
for if was due to the possession of higher speed by the 
Sivitish that the German fleet, at the end of the second 
phase of the battle, found itself in a position which was 
so bad tactically that the German chief of staff is quoted 
us stying that if any admiral had involved himself in 
such a position in peace-time maneuvers he would never 
again have obtained a command afloat. 

“The battle cruiser is essentially and unavoidably less 
thoroughly protected than the battleship type. ‘This 
greater vulnerability must result in greater loss of the 
battle cruiser type, other things being equal, but in the 
Jutland fight the battle cruisers were engaged much 
longer and more severely than the battleships, so that a 
greater percentage of Joss of this type should have re- 
sulted even had their protection been equal to that of the 
battleships. A notable fact in regard to the modern 
ships, both battleships and eruisers, on both sides, is 
that not a single one experienced a disabling casualty to 
its machinery, cither as a result of damage from enemy 
fire or as a result of cnginecring breakdown. The re- 
sults of the battle, as a test of the defensive qualities of 
capital ships, show that in the entire action only four 
modern semored ships, all of them of the battle cruiser 
type, were Jost as a result of the action. This was out 
of a total of fourteen engaged, and at least seven out 
of the remaining ten survived heavier punishment than 
most designers in pre-war days would have considered 
possible, ° 

Use of Aircraft. 

“The aetual offeusive use of aircraft against naval ves: 
sels was little developed during the war, Perhaps the 
host prominent case was that of the Gocben, which went 
ashore netr the Dardanelles and for six days was exe 
posed (to aireraft attack, it being stated that some 217 
hombs were dropped against her, There is no doubt that 
there will be a great development of aireraft for naval 
use as a result of the war experience, and some enthusi- 
usts have visions of navies of the air rendering obsolete 
the navies of the ocean. The U.S. Navy, which has in 
its own hands the development and control of its air- 
craft for use over the water, should take the lead in any 
air naval development, but there is no doubt that, step 
by step, here will be developed a defensive. The defen- 
sive, moreover, will not be passive.” 

Further extracts from Admiral Taylor's paper, which 
were among those quoted by Mr. Farwell in his Jetter, 
include the following: 


Wars Developments Not “Revolutionary.” 

‘“There has been nothing startling or revolutionary brought 
ubout by the experience of fifty-one months of war. There has 
mainly resulted an intensive development of each of the ac- 
cepted types which existed at the outbreak of the war and 
which were the results of many years of study, experiment 
and practice in all of the great navies of the world. It is true 
that some new types have appeared, but with one exception— 
namely, aircraft carriers—they have been of minor importance 
when measured by the cost and time required for production. 

‘*‘Submarines played no direct part in this (Battle of Jut- 
land), and it is reliably established that neither fleet was 
aecompanied by submarines, nor were anly submarines even 
within striking distance of the scene of action. Similarly, 
aircraft played no part in the action. . . . : 

*‘Although the submarine was throughout the war something 
of a disappointment in the actual results which it obtained 
in inflicting loss or damage on the fighting ships of the enemy, 
its indirect effect on the freedom of the action of the main 
fighting fleets was so considerable that the problem of the 
development of the so-called fleet submarine is still with us 
and must be solved largely from theoretical. and engineering 
considerations, rather than from direct experience in action. 
. - While the submarine may be given offensive features to 
enable it to deal in some fashion with the surface vessel from 
beneath the surface, the submarine is essentially a vulnerable 
and, if I may so express it, a precarious type; is necessary 
to-day and probably will be for many years to come, but 
could not be relied upon as the main feature of a navy.’’ 
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A HISTORY OF SEA POWER. 

William Oliver Stevens and Allen Westcott, authors 
of A History of Sea Power (George H. Doran Co.: New 
York), are on the academic staff of the U.S, Naval 
Academy. Since their work has received the official ap- 
proval both of the academy authorities and of the Navy 
Department and has been adopted by the Academic 
Board of the academy for use in its historical course, an 
impression of its value and importance may be conveyed. 
Apart from its more informational side and its graphic 
records, both in word and diagram, of the critical naval 
battles of history, the book contains a broad appeal 
which will be recognized by all those who love the sea 
and appreciate an outlook upon world history. Com- 
meneing with the earliest known records of Phoenician 
nnd Athenian seafaring, the authors trace the rise and 
fall of navies, merchantmen and ships of war, down to 
present times. In a way the book is a history of civil- 
ivation from the point of view of sea power and shows in 
2 very clear manner the interdependence of national 
power and control of the seas. ; 

After stating that it is known that an Egyptian king 
some 2,000 years B.C. possessed a fleet of 400 fighting 
ships, and reviewing the birth of navies, consideration is 
given to Athens and Rome as sea powers, to the navies 
of the middle ages, to sea power in the North, the rise 
of English sea power, the Napoleonic wars: which saw 
the rise of that famous seaman Nelson; the revolution in 
naval warfare, the rivalry for world power which fol- 
lowed, with the consequent World War and the attending 
greatest naval operations in the history of the world. 

Writing of the battle of the Falkland Islands the su- 
thors believe that had Admiral von Spee “seattered his 
ships, which had fifteen miles start, at the beginning of 
the action, most of them, at least, might have escaped, 
as they certainly would if their approach had been made 
more cautiously and at a later period in the day.” 
the action off Dogger Bank between the British and Ger- 
man fleet, fought on Jan. 24, 1915, it is said, “the ele- 
ment of caution, seen again in the Jutland battle fifteen 
months later, scems to have prevented pressing the en- 
gagement to more decisive results. The conditions of 
flight and pursuit obtaining at Dogger Bank emphasized 
the impertance of sneed and long range fire.” Of the 
vaval phas* of the Dardanelles camp-ign and the ques- 
tion of sevking to force the passage of the Dardanelles 
by the British fleet under Admiral Carden they declare 
that “there is some military support for the opinion that, 
if on March 18, 1915, or at some more suitable time, the 
fleet had acted in the spirit of Far:agut’s ‘Damn the tor- 
pedoes. Full steam ahead!’ and, protected by dummy 
ships. bumpers or whatever devices naval ingénuity could 
devise, bad steamed up the Narrows in column, it would 
pot have suffered much move severely thaw during the 
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complicated maneuvering below. . . It is of course 
easy to see that yictory purchased by the loss of ten pre- 
dreadnoughts and 10, men would be cheap as com- 
pared with the sacrifice of over 100,000 men killed and 
10,000 invalided in the later campaign on lund.” Failure 
though the Gallipoli campaign proved, it is asserted that 
it was not wholly barren of results, for, they say, it un- 
doubdtedly relieved Russia, kept Bulgaria nentral for at 
least five months and immobilized 300,000 Turks, ac- 
cording to Lord Kitchener's estimate, for nine months. 
“Nevertheless, the final failure was a tremendous blow 
to Allied prestige.” 

The authors further regard the battle of Jutland as 
by far the greatest naval battle in history. “Moreover. 
this was the one flect battle fought with the weapons of 
to-day. Any discussion of modern tactics, therefore. 
must be based for some time to come on an analysis of 
-iutland. Finally. the indecisiveness of ihe action has 
resulted in a controversy among naval crities that is 
likely to continue indefinitely.” Concerning types and 
weapons in the battle they declare “it is clear that the 
armored cruisers served only as good targets and death 
traps. The British would have been better off if every 
armored cruiser had been left at home. ‘The dominating 
feature of the story is the influence of the torpedo ou 
Jellicoe’s tactics. It is fair to say that it was the Par- 
thian tacties of the German destroyer, both actual and 
potential, that saved the High Seas Fleet und rebbed the 
British ef a greater ‘l'rafalgar.” 

Concerning America’s naval participation in the war 
this is said: “Probably the most notable work of the 
American Navy was in projects where Awerican mau 
facturing resources and experience in large-scale und. 
takings could be brought to bear. In four menths, from 
July to November, 1917, the U.S. Navy constructed an 
oil pipe line from the west to the east coast of Scotland, 
thus eliminating the long and dangerous northern cir- 
cuit. Five 14-inch uaval guns, in railway mountings, 
with a complete traiu of sixteen cars for cach gun. were 
equipped by the Navy, manned entirely with naval per- 
sonnel and were iv action in France from August, 1918, 
vatil the armistice, firing a tetal of TS2 rounds ou the 
Cerman lines of communication at ranges up to- thirty 
miles. The American proposal of a mine barrage across 
the entrance te the North Sea, from Scotland te Norway, 
at first met with slight approval abroad, so unprece- 
dented was the problem. . . . The barrage, wheu 
completed, gave ihe enemy submariue ubout one chance 
in ten of getting through.” 

Iu concluding the assertion is made that ‘““The major 
element in sea power is the Meet, but possession of the 
largest vavy is no guarantee of victory or even contrel 
of the sea. Size is important. bat it is an interesting 
fact that most of the great victories in naval history 
have been won by a smalier fleet over a larger. The effec- 
tivevess of a great navy depends first. on its quality; sec- 
ondly, on how it is handled; and thirdly. on its power 
of reaching the enemy's communications.” As to the 
future of sea power, “the influence of modern inven- 
tious is beund to aficct the significance of the sea in the 
future. Oceans have practically dwindjed away as na- 
tioval barriers. Wireless and the speed of the modern 
steamship bave reduced the oceaas ito ponds. “Splendid 
isolation’ is now impossible. ‘The submersible 
has come to stay. Indeed, it looks as if the navy of the 
fature will tend first to the submersible trpes sad Jater 
ubandon the sea for the air, and the ‘illimitable path- 
ways of the sea’ will yield te still more illimitable path- 
ways of the sky. ‘The consequence is hound to be a closer 
knitting of the peoples of the world through the con- 
quering of distance by time.” 
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ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY REPORT.

In her report as president Mrs. Stimson announces 
the death of Mrs. Vaut Thorndike, of Boston. who left 
$500 to the society. Nine new life wembers have been 


added. A new brauch, that of the Cavalry at Fert 
Riley, of which Mrs. George Hi. Cameron is president, 
making nine branches of the society. has been estab- 
lished. Acknowledgment is made of wmonctary gifts 


from officers’ and soldiers’ clabs which were formed for 
the period of the World War and which have been dis- 
suived. From Major Gen. David ©. Shanks. U.S.A., 
$10,000 was received from the surplus funds of the sol- 
diers’ clubs at Camp Merritt, N.J.. while through the 
interest of Col. William Chamberlaine, U.S.A. an un- 
used fund of &S.7959, which was delivered to Brig. Gen. 
George T. Bartlett, U.S.A., former commander of the 
Ist Brigade, (.A\.C.. to be used in its behalf during the 
World War, was turned over to the society with the 
request that the fund be applied in its diseretion for the 
maintenance, and education of the children of officers 
and men of the (.A.C. who had died in the Service. 
Col. A. C. Reid, who served with the American Forces 
in Germany. sent a check for $2,700, a part of the bal- 
ance miiping in the Sd Army Headgnarters Officers’ 
Club at the time of its dissolution. Brig. Gen. George 
BR. Duncan sent a check for $1,500 from the Officers’ 
Club at Comp Merritt, another for $1,021 from the en- 
listed men at the same camp and one for $1,910 from 
the 2iet Infantry. Mrs. Stimson announced that she 
had been officially informed that the society is no longer 
to share in the proceeds of the Army aud Navy fovtbal! 
games. 

The report states that the “amount of money given 
eut this year has been greater than ever before in our 
history.” One woman whese hnosband was killed in 
France found herself burdened with debts which she was 
unable to poy. She was threatened with suit and in 
desperation tarned to the society for aid, which she re- 
ceived, Ts another officer's widow who was making a 
brave struggle to support and educate a large family a 
loan was made. The report adds: “Sometimes we are 
criticized because it is said we do not help families in 
need who should be helped. [ know of no cases which 


come under our constitutional jurisdiction, and who are 
in real ueed, who have been refased aid by this society. 
Very often the cases referred to (where h-!p has been 
refused) are not widows and orphens of men ef the 


Regular Army, and so are not eligible for our help. 
Very rarely families appeal to us for help who have not 
been found, on investigation. to have been honest in 
their statement of facts. In other words, they have not 
been in need. Of these laiter, 1 am glad to say for the 
honor of our Army. there have been very few. I wish, 
however, to most earnestly beg that when any of you 
bear .t said that we have refused help that should have 
been given you will make it vour duty to obtain the 
names and addresses of the families in question, the 
names aud addresses of those making the complaint and 
send them to the president of the society.” 

The financial statement of Cornelius R. Agnew, treas 
urer. showed that the eash and securities on hand on 
April 29. 1919. amounted to $216,810. and the excess 
of yeeeipts over disbursements for the period from Apri! 
29. 1919. to April 26, 1020, was $27,525. making a total 
of $244,335. ‘The report of the Organization Commirt- 
tee states that new sections have been formed in thie 
th and 57th Infaviry at Camp Dix. the 41st Infantry 
at Camp Upton, a Gth Taofantry section in the Sth Divi- 
sion, and that at the time of the preparation of the re- 
port sections were to be formed in the 43d and 62d Tn- 
fantry at Camp Lee. It was added: “When the new 
legisiation for the Army is passed and the reorganization 
goes into effect we hope to accomplish for the Army Re- 
ief Society a more complete membership of all those in 
the Service. Yo carry this to a fall conclusion. it seems 
that our next step is to establish a section of the wives 
of general officers.” 
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COL. ANDREWS HEADS N.Y. TRAINING. 

The State Military Training Commission of New York 
aunounced on Nov. 6 the appointment of Lieut. ol. 
Lincoln C. Andrews, U.S.A., retired, of Albany, as Chicf 
Supervisiag Officer of Military Training. Ly reason of 
this position, Colovel Andrews, who during the World 
War held the temporary rank of brigadier general, will 
have active charge of the military training of all bers 
sixteen, seventeen and eighteen years of age in ihe state 
nuoder the military and disciplinary training law, passed 
in 1916. He succeeds Brig. Gen. William H. Chapin, 
who withdraws from state military work after a highly 
cliicient service of more than thirty-eight years. In an- 
neuncing the change iu this important office, the Mili- 
tary Training Commission made public forma! resolu- 
ties expressing appreciation of the work of General 
Chapin with the commission since early in 1917 and 
“his splendid character and leve for the boys of the 
state.” 

General Audrews will take up his duties immediately 
and will have his headquarters in the main office of the 
commission in Albauy, where he will ceater his activities 
in supervising the six military training zones inte which 
the state is divided. Cvlonel Andrews is a graduate of 
the U.S. Military Academy, class of 1893, and has a fine 
Army record ef thirty years, having been placed on the 
retired list last year at bis own request. He has seen 
Philippine. Cuban. Mexican border, Spanish-American 
and World War service, in the latter having been at- 
tached te the General Sta with the A..F. in France. 
He was a pioneer with Major Gen. Leonard Wood in the 
establishment of the first business men’s training camp 
at Plattsburg. He has a national reputation as aa author 
on universal training aad military psychology subjects 
and is widely known throughout New York state be- 
cause of his conuection for some time as inspecter-in- 
struetor with the National Guard. His salary from the 
state of New York will be $5,000 per annum. 
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MISUSE OF THE UNIFORM. 


“Is it true,” asks a woman correspondent, “that the 
Government is loth to have the law against the wearing 
of the Army uniform by civilians enforced? It js not 
very pleasunt to have my mail delivered by a ‘soldier,’ 
te see a ‘soldier’ who bas evidently never been in the 
Army-—-with a wooden leg—selling papers. One 
‘suldiers’ doing such menial tasks in uniform—one won- 
ders if we have any real soldiers. One does not con- 
fase the Marine Corps recruiters with civilian soldiers, 
as they wear the blue uniform. Why not put the army 
recruiting foree into blue uniforms, too?” . 

In a Denver paper our correspondent finds report that 
“two men in Army uniforms” were guilty of a most dar- 
ing holdup; in the Beacon, of Wichita, Kas., an adver- 
tisement of articles of Army uniform offered at cut rates. 
An article in the Beacon says: 

“Thousands of dollars’ worth of Army clothing and 
equipment is being sold in Wichita each month, accord- 
ing to a statement made by J. B. Butler, manager of 
ithe Army Equipment Company. In contradicting a 
statement made by a local recruiting officer to the effect 
that the stores selling uniforms and other equipment 
were doing so in violation of the Wederal law, Mr. But- 
ler says that a law is in existence which says that no 
man not in the Service shall wear the uniform of the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, but that for numerous 
reasons it is not being enforced by the Government. Mr. 
Butler says that there are millions of dollars’ worth of 
reclaimed clothing now owned by the Government. In 
order to dispose of it they are selling te the 10,000 
stores which are retailing this equipment in the United 
States. In case the law on this subject was enforced 
the Government would have no way of disposing to any 
advantage of the vast amount of Army equipment. and 
as it could not be retained for future use, if that should 
be necessary, would be destroyed. Mr. Butler is the 
ewner of ten stores in Texas, Oklahoma and Louisiana 
that are handling Army equipment exclusively. The 
uniforms are not condemned. but are what wonld have 
been issued to the soldiers if peace had not been de- 
clared at that time.”

The 
sergeant of the line can get even more, as he is entitled 
to extra pay for qualification as sharpshooicr, cxpert 
rifleman, ete. 

It is true we have a temporary increas* at present » 
an extra ration allowance, bat when that ceases we will 
find ourselves rated only as sergeants so far as pay is 
concerned. What inducement is there for a sergeant of 
the Medical

Department, who has already had to pass 
an examination for the grade he holds, to try to attain 
ihe grade of staff sergeant when he gets no more pay 
than he is already getting? It can only be hoped that 
future legislation will right the injustice, as we do not 
believe it was the intention to reduce the pay of any 


enlisted men of the Army. 
DISGRUNTLED. 


‘To rue Kevvor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Tt is hoped that the War Department will recommend 
some adjustment to the reorganization law as applies 
ts former sergeants first class who on re-enlisiaent are 
facing a reduction ef more than twerty-five per cent of 
their pay, although they retain assimilated grade of 
staff sergeant. As an example, base pay of sergeant first 
elass was $51, plus $20 additional re-enlistment pay, 
plus twenty per cent under act of May 18, 1920; total, 
$85.50. Base pay oi staff sergeant after re-enlisting in 
grade of staff sergeant, Air Service, for example, is $45, 
plus third fogy of $153.50, plus twenty per cent.. act of 
May 18, 1920; total. $70.20. 

Also the rating of air mechanician is not authorized 
after current enlistment, Paragraph 104215. The rating 
of mechanieian is only acquired after days of long stady 
and hard work. ‘The examination is written aud a 
practical demonstration and usually requires about four 
days to complete; the board consisting of four efficers, 
Air Service. 

In any case, due to the regarding of N.C.O-s and loss 
of A.M. rating, I can after seventeen years’ honorable 
service re-enlist in my own vacancy with a loss of $58 
per month. In all fairpess Jet us say no injustice was 
inteuded. Yet the innocent bystander gets bit and will 
likely become a casualty. 

Surely the best interests of the Service demand the 
retaining of the old experienced N.U.O.'s of ten to 
twenty years’ service, men of large ability who have 
proved their loyalty and courage. A lot of the old-timers 
are gone, more are going. Surely legislation in the right 
direction will keep them in the Service. Let us say a 
twenty-fire-year retirement law, double time for service 
with the A.E.F., and first of all, a square deal to every- 
body. i ,

A two-minute silence in memory of British soldiers 
and sailors who died in the World War was observed, 
so far as possible, throughout the British empire on 
Armistice Day, in accordance with a formal announce- 
ment made by Prime Minister Lloyd George in the House 
of Commons on Nov. 1, says @ press message from Lon- 
don. At the burial on Nov. 11 in Westminster Abbey of 
an unknown soldier, the coffin bore the inscription, “A 
British warrior, who fell in the Great War, 1914-1918, 
for King and Country.” The unknown is to be regarded 
as a representative of all British combat service 
men who died in the war. The French government 
transferred the body of an unknown soldier from the 
cemetery at Verdun to the Pantheon, in Paris, with 
appropriate honors, following British sentiment. The body 
was escorted by twenty-five survivors of the first battle 
of the Marne, wearing the old style army uniform, with 


red trousers, while there were twenty-five more in the 
uniforin of the French army of the later period of the 
war. In a: reat military procession all the flags of the 


regiments in one of which the unknown must have fought 
were carried, as well as the flags which lave been sur- 
rendered by Germany in accordance with the peace 
treaty from among the trophies captured from France in 
the war of 1870.

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GRAVES REGISTRATION SERVICE REPORT. 
Bodies of 9,000 American Soldiers Sent Home. 

Ileadquarters of the U.S. Graves Registration in Paris 
made an announcement on Noy. 9 that nearly 9,000 
bodies of American soldiers who died or were killed in 
France in the war have been shipped to the United 
States and turned over to their nearest relatives, and 
1,000 more await shipment at French ports. The work 
of removing the bodies of fallen Americans will be com- 
pleted by next summer, and plans have been formulated 
for materially inereasing the working staffs and facili- 
tating operations. Nearly sixty per cent. of all the bodies 
of American officers and enlisted men buried in French 
soil will be returned to the United States, according to 
recent estimates. At frequent intervals parents and wives 
of dead soldiers have come to France to remove the ro- 
mains of their relatives, but, upon seeing the cemeteries 
here and learning of the extreme care taken of them, 
eave, decided upon France as the final resting place for 
le fallen. . 

The exhumation of bodies within the war zone began 
on Sept. 15, and since then work has been completed in 
Seventeen cemeteries. Operations at Bony, the first of 
the big American cemeteries, were to begin on Nov. 13, 
ihe work of exhuming the bodies of soldiers buried in 
areat Britain was. finished three week ago, eighty per 
cent. of them being shipped to the United States. Re- 
patio of bodies from occupied areas in Germany and 
4ixembourg has just been completed, and all of them 
Were sent to America. Working forces will begin opera- 





wry in Belgium in December, and from cemeteries in 
4t country 1,031 bodies will be removed. The work of 
ethuminy bodies in the Brest, Bordeaux and St. Lazare 


areas has been completed, and now the efforts of the 
Graves Registration will be concentraten on the war

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SHIPMENT OF CHRISTMAS PACKAGES, 


The following information relating to the shipment of 
Christmas packages to the American Forces in Ger 
many and to Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Canal Zone and 
Porto Rico, is announced by the War Department in 
Circular 381, Noy. 9, 1920, War Department: 

1. For shipment to Germany: : 

a. If Christmas parcels are sent by parcel post they must 
conform to the postal regulations, and, in addition, packages 
containing candy and tobacco must be inclosed in tins or light 
wooden boxes. 

b. All boxes shipped by express or mail should be limited 
to seven pounds in weight and not to exceed 72 inches com- 
bined length and girth. No perishable food products other 
than inclosed in cans should be p:cked in any such shipments. 

ce. Mail and express matter vuld be addressed as now 
prescribed by postal regulations at is, plainly marked with 
the name, rank and organization of the person to whom con- 
signed, and both classes of shipments should be marked 
‘‘Obristmas box’’ and sent care of the General Superintendent, 
Army Transport Service, Hoboken, N.J. 

, d. Packages should arrive at Hoboken, N.J., not later than 
Jee, 5. 

2. For shipment to Honolulu and Manila: 

4. Shipments should comply with the rules given in para- 
graph 1, except that the weights of packages should be limited 
to twenty pounds in weight and measurement not more than 
two cubic feet in volume, and consignment made care of the 
Depot Quartermaster, Fort Mason, San Francisco, Calif. 

b. Packages should arrive at Fort Mason, San Francisco, 
Calif., not later than Dee. 5, The transport scheduled to sail 
from, San Franciseo on Dec. 5 is the U.8.A.T. Logan, but it 
will not arrive at Manila prior to Dec. 25. 

3. For shipment to Canal Zone and Porto Rico: 

a. Shipments should comply with the rules given in para 
graph 1, except that the weights of packages should be limited 
to twenty pounds in weight and measurement not more than 
two cubic feet in volume, and consignment made care of the 
General Superintendent, Army Transport Service, Pier 3, Army 
Supply Base, South Brooklyn, N.Y. 

b. Packages should arrive at South Brooklyn not later than 
Nov. 20.

GENERAL BLISS ON GERMAN ARMISTICE. 

Makes Statement in Reply io M. Terdieu’s Charges. 

As a result of a bitter political controversy that has 
arisen in Paris between partisans of Marshal Foch and 
the former Premier Clemenceau over the ending of hos- 
tilities and the terms to Germany in the armistice André 
Tardieu charged that Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S. 
A., American member of the Supreme War Council, had 
joined with the British in demanding that the terms of 
the armistice be made more severe. General Bliss gave a 
statement to the Washington correspondent of the New 
York World on Noy. 9 in the course of which he said: 

“After President Wilson had submitted the question 
to the Allies it was imr:ediately taken up by the civil 
heads of the different governments concerned. The prime 
ministers and foreign ministers of all the principal 
Allies were in Paris. In the course of the preparation 
of the rough draft of the armistice terms I received a re- 
quest while at Versailles as a member of the Supreme 
War Council for my general views. My views were 
formed without any reference whatever to the question 
whether the terms were more or less hard for the beaten 
enemy actually imposed. I took this general view: 

“It was necessary, in my opinion, after having wit- 
nessed what I had of the war and the effects of it, that 
the salvation of Europe depended on the prompt return 
to genuine peace conditions. I therefore looked with ap- 
prehension on anything that seemed likely to delay this 
return. I took the ground that the events which marked 
the termination of this war would naturally be some- 
what different from those following most preceding wars. 
In preceding wars between two nations or very small 
groups of nations, and in which the war was not fought 
to a finish, the end of it was marked, first, by an armis- 
tice and, second, by a conference to make peace, but I 
assumed that it would be different in the case of this 
war, in which practically the whole world was engaged, 
and in which one side was completely beaten. . . . I 
assumed that as one side was completely beaten it was 
proper to demand its complete military surrender as the 
sole condition of the armistice. 

“This could have been arranged within twenty-four 
hours. I then assumed there would be a peace conference 
which would arrange nothing but the terms necessary to 
proclaim peace between the Central Powers and the 
Allied and Associated Powers. I believed then that this 
could be settled within a month. Thirdly, I assumed 
that this short peace conference would be followed by 
another one (or would continue itself as such) to adjust 
all of the world affairs ntcessary for the general peace, 
but which had no concern with an immediate peace with 
Germany. 

“I knew im a general way, as did most men in an official 
position in Paris, the general armistice terms that were 
then in contemplation. It seemed to me that the execu- 
tion of them involved a long delay which might result in 
a delay in the work of the Peace Conference. These 
general terms comprehended many conditions besides the 
purely military ones, conditions which ought to have 
been embodied in the treaty and not in the armstice. 

“At the time the armistice was first under considera- 
tion, although the German people knew that they were 
beaten, the German army had not gone to pieces, as it 
subsequently did. There was an organization of some 4,- 
000,000 trained soldiers, an organization intact from 
Hindenburg at the top down to the last man in the 
ranks. The proposed and actual terms of the armistice 
left this organization as it was, to go across the Rhine, 
if it chose so to do, and select a position where it eould 
influence subsequent negotiations. Nothing but the revo- 
lution in Germany, which had not then occurred, pre- 
vented this. It is true that the terms proposed for the 
armistice required the surrender of a certain proportion 
of artillery and machine guns.’ They left the organiza- 
tion and the infantry equipment untouched. Moreover, 
no one, in my opinion, could tell with certainty whetler 
from supplies on hand at home the Germans could or 
could not make up by the issue of new material what 
they would surrender under the armistice. This seemed 
to me at the time to be dangerous. Furthermore, the in- 
jection of all these terms relating to matters extraneous 
to an armistice seemed to involve great delay, which was 
the one thing to. be avoided. 

“I therefore proposed, as I had done once before in a 
more or less academic discussion. of the subject, that the 
armistice should be purely military in character and 
such as could be immediately enforced. My express view 
was that the sole end of the armistice should be complete 
and immediate disarmament of all the land and naval 


forees of Germany, accompanied by immediate demobil- 
ization, leaving in Germany omly such number of troops 
as the Allies = any consider necessary for their own good 
to preserve order in that country. This condition 
itself would have insured the immediate evacuation 
invaded territory and an evacuation by un 
enemy forces, of by more or less armed forces. 

“The German people knew at that time that they were 
beaten, and they were not disposed to their 
troops in the field in further operations. There was no 
reason then, nor is there now, to assume that they 
would not as readily accept complete disarmament as 
they would accept partial disarmament accompanied by 
many other terms which pointed to the ultimate loss of 
territory, etc. In short, my whole idea was to hasten t ve 
ultimate conclusion of peace. The proposed armist ce 
terms were of such a character as to give a temptation 
to indefinitely prolong the armistice and indefinitely post- 
pone the settlement of peace and this was actually the 
result. 

“The armistice was prolonged from time to time until 
the Peace Conference, alarmed at the possibility of what 
might occur from an even partially armed Germany, and 
that too in spite of the revolution in the throes of which 
that country then was, decided it would give no further 
definite extension to the armistice but would promptly 
conclude the final peace terms relating to disarmament 
and oblige the Germans to accept them at once. The 
military committees of the conference very promptly 
agreed upon these final military terms, but, unfortu- 
nately, action was delayed by the conference on them 
until the completion of the entire treaty.”

CLASS B OFFICERS’ RECORDS. 
War Department Policy as to Furnishing Them. 





In the summary of a supplemental brief on the law ef 
climination by Ansell and Bailey, which was printed in 
our issue of Nov. 6, page 275, there is a statement that 
a letter from The Adjutant General’s Office informed 
counsel in an elimination case “that it is not the policy 
of the War Department to furnish any copies of records 
of officers that are on file in The Adjutant General's 
Office to any individual or individuals other than the 
officer concerned.” The contention of the brief was that 
this is a violation of a fundamental right of counsel. 
Another point in the brief is that it charges that. only 
the unfavorable portion of an officer’s record was fur- 
nished where, under the statute, the officer should have 
the right to the record ag a whole. 

At the War Department it was stated that certain im- 
portant portions of a record having direct bearing upon 
the tentative classification in Class B for elimination 
were furnished each officer. In addition the complete 
War Department record was placed the custedy of 
the court of inquiry, because it is the policy of the War 
Department that no official record shall go out of the 
hands of responsible military authorities. This is given 
as explanation of the letter of The Adjutant General’s 
Office quoted above, and which quotation is confirmed as 
correct, The unfavorable portions of the officer’s record, 
upon which his tentative classification was based, he 
had at request in carbon copy form, while the entire 
record was in the custody of the court and available for 
examination by the officer and his counsel during the 
sessions of the court. It is held at the War Department 
not only that this action conformed to both the letter and 
spirit of the law, but also that in furnishing copies (of 
the unfavorable portion of the record) to officers tlie 
action went further than the law which states (Sec. 24h, 
act of June 4, 1920): “In such court of inquiry he shall 
be furnished with a full copy of the efficial records upon 
which the proposed classification is based,’ etc. Phe 
record in the custody of the court was complete and the 
original in each case, the record being stamped showing 
that it was complete and from the War Department files, 
and not a copy. It is asserted that the officer appearing 
before a court was not there to confute the portion of 
his record which was favorable to himself, but the en- 
tire record was available in the court and the officer 
aud his counsel were at liberty to present the whole or 
any part of it. ‘'he inquiry was upon a question of fact 
as it appeared of record, and the court was established 
in law for the purpose of protecting the public interest. 

In Army circles in Washington it is maintained that 
Congress in enacting the law placed the machinery of 
classification wholly in the hands of the War Depart- 
ment and the commissioned personnel of the Army, This 
action was taken, it is held, in the knowledge that the 
Army was capable of carrying out this section of tlie 
law with justice and equality and with a high regard for 
honor. It is also declared that the composition of the 
board of general officers charged with the classification 
is of such a high character that it stands beyond eriti- 
cism as to its good faith. The board is made up of 
Major Gens. Charles P. Summerall; Robert L. Bullard, 
Geovze W. Read, John F. Morrison and Charles J. 
Bail .*, all of unimpeachable record and ail awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. None of them sought this 
duty which, at best, could in no wise be thought agrec- 
able. And there is no question that the board, indi- 
vidually and collectively, has performed a duty in a 
spirit of disinterestedness and with regard to honor, jus- 
tice and equity. 

There is agreement among Army officers on duty in 
the War Department in the opinion that the classifica- 
tion has been made with the utmost care and every in- 
terest of each officer placed in Class B safeguarded 
throughout the proceedings, from the original tentative 
Classification to the final approval of the board, either 
making final his B classification or in approving the re- 
tention of the officer in Class A and without prejudice. 
It is also the opinion that in the event of a Congres- 
sional inquiry into this matter the War Department will 
be in a position to prove that this classification has been 
made exaetly as intended by Congress. Furthermore, 
War Department officials in positions to have knowledge 
of the attitude of the members of the Committees on 
Military Affairs are convinced that these members, who 
labored for many months in the construction of a mili- 
tary law as represented in the act of June 4, 1920, wiil 
oppose aly movement which would tend to modify 1'-e 
law unless convinced that it will work an improveme.;, 
and will stand against those who may seek to undo the 
classification as provided for in Sec. 24b. War Depart- 
ment opinion is that the Senators and Representatives, 
who were engaged for many months in the making of 
this act and who will remain members of the Commit- 
tees on Military Affairs, will not be inclined to give ear 
to statements and criticisms which are not backed up by 
hard and fast evidence to show wherein the law as writ- 
ten is unjust or inadequate, or that it hag been unjustly 
applied,

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Hoyt, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at his home at Penn Yan, N.Y., Nov. 3, 1920, had a 
high record as an efficient officer. He leaves a widow. 
General Hoyt was born in New York, Oct. 9, 1849, and 
was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1872. being 
assigned as a second lieutenant to the 11th Infantry. 
After serving in Texas and Dakota until August, 1887, 
he was then ordered to Plattsburg Barracks. While on 
duty in the West he was engaged in the capture of a 
Sioux Indian band in 1877, and was regimental quarter- 
master from June, 187%, until May, 1886.

tion in Samoa. He leaves a wife, Mrs. Josephine L. 
Terhune, who was with him at Tutuila. Charges were 
reeently filed against Commander Terhune by Lieut. 
Comdr. Creed Hi. Boucher, U.S.N., the charges involving 
alleged troubles between Commander Terhune and Sa- 
moan natives. The appointment of the court of inquiry 
followed, and Comdr. Waldo Evans had been selected to 
relieve Commander Terhune, but this order was revoked. 
Seeretary Daniels sent a message to Commander Terhune 
informing him that he bad the utmost confidence in him, 
but that the charges of maladministration compelled the 
appointment of a court of inquiry. Commander Evans 
was appointed a member of the court. At the Navy 
Departmert it was learned that some years ago Com- 
mander Terhune had suffered a stroke of apoplexy, but 
had fully recovered. The court of inquiry was aboard 
the U.S.S. Kansas, which was due at Samoa about Nov. 
6, three days after Commander Terhune's death. Com- 
mander Terhune was born at Midland Park, N.J., May 
3, 1869. He was graduated from the U.S. Naval Acad- 
emy in 1891. He served on the U.S.S. Philadelphia dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War, and as conimandant of 
the Dunwoody Naval Training School, Minneapolis.

‘The Infantry Board is an adjunct of the Office of the 
Chief of Infantry at Washington, D.C., and is now 
Jocated at Camp Benning. It is working in co-opera- 
tion with the Department of Experiments. The Depart- 
ment of Experiments has been in existence for several 
years, but it is thought has never before been equipped 
to its present high standard of efficiency. There is no 
conflict nor duplication of duties between the Infantry 
Board and the Department of Experiments. The: In- 
fantry Board functions more as an executive power in 
the ultimate decisions as to the recommendation for 
adoption of any device experimented upon. A letter sent 
to all commanding officers of the Infantry requesting 
them to submit drawings or descriptions of any improve- 
ment over present equipment that they may have to 
suggest resulted in many suggested impi:vements being 
submitted, and if they are deemed worthy of trying out 
by the Chief of Infantry and the Infantry Board, they 
are produced in small quantity and turned over to the 
Department of Experiments for a thorough testing in 
the field. At the present time, several rolling kitchens 
are being tried out in order to determine just which de- 
sign is most serviceable. When a conclusion is arrived 
at the most practical and serviceable will be selected and 
standardized for the use of the entire Army. The In- 
fantry Board has completed a series of tests of gun 
stocks made of layers of wood glued together. The tests 
show that the Ordnance Department has produced a gun 
stock of this type which is just as strong, if not stronger, 
than the solid wood stock. In discussing the new type, 
the laminated gun stock, Ordnance officers declare that 
its adoption by the Army will avoid danger in shortage 
of wood stock material in future wars. In comparison 
with the solid wood gun stock a two months’ weather test 
showed that there were few cracks in the laminated gun 
stock while the solid- stock showed a larger number. 
These three agencies, therefore, the Office of the Chief of 
Infantry, the Infantry Board (which is really a part of 
the Office of the Chief of Infantry) and the Department 
of Experiments, render valuable aid to the Service as 
to what is and what is not of practical use, so that in 
the final purchase of equipment purchases are not made 
ag 2 theory, but upon the result of actual tests in 
the held.

Gen. R. G. NivELLeE, Hero or VERDUN, ARRIVES. 

Gen. Rebert Georges. Nivelle, of the French army, 
who sueceeded Marshal Joffre as commander-in-chief of 
the French army, and who gained lasting fame as the 
defender of Verdun, arrived at New York on Nov. 7, 
aecompanied by his aid, Col. Paul Azan, of the French 
army, and Rey. Jean André Monod, secretary of the 
Federation of Protestant Churches in France. General 
Nivelle’s visit is for the rpose of representing his 
country at the National Mayflower Tercentenary cele- 
bration to be held in various cities during November 
Being a Protestant, he was commissioned by the French 
government to represent the early French settlers who, 
previous to the Mayflower era and throughout the sev- 
enteenth century, came to North American shores. The 
famous French officer was met down the bay by Major 
Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, U.S.A., commanding the 2d 
Corps Area, and his staff, and thirty delegates from the 
American Legion, French War Veterans, French Hugue- 
not Society and other organizations, who boarded the 
U.S.A. tug Ordnance. General Nivelle was in iform 
and wore the star of the Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor, with five rows of service ribbons. General Bul- 
lard welcomed him in the name of the American people. 
General Nivelle went to Washington, D.C., on Novy. 8, 
and the following day made a formal call on Secretary 
of War Baker, with whom he took luncheon at the 
Army and Navy Club, where he renewed his acquain- 
tance with Gen. John J. Pershing and Major Gen, Pey- 
ion C. March, U.S.A., and met a number of the chiefs 
of bureaus and services of the War Department. Later 
in the day he motored to Mount Vernon and placed a 
wreath on the tomb of Gen. George Washington. On 
Nov. 10 he visited the U.S. Naval Academy, and on the 
night of Nov. 10 he made his first public appearance at 
the Pilgrim celebration at Central Congregational 
Chureh, Brooklyn, later attending the dinner of the 
French War Veterans in New York, and then went to a 
meeting at the armory of the 7th Regiment, N.Y.G., 
where Vietory medals were presented to representatives 
of American Legion posts of New York county.

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New Heimer TESTED For ARMY. 

After a series of tests on various models of war hel- 
mets, it has been decided that for power of resistance 
and comfort to the wearer a combination of two existing 
models is the most practical. The shell or metal part 
is what is known as the 5-A, which was developed by 
the Ordnance Department, and the lining which comes 
in direct contact with the head is the one used in the 
A.F.F. General Staff, known as the Liberty helmet. By 
a combination of the parts of these two models, a very 
“comfortable” head gear has been evolved. Bashford 
Dean, Curator of Armor, Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
New York city, who was a major in the Equipment See- 
‘tion, Engineer Division, Ordnance Department, in the 
war, is responsible for the development of the metal part 
which has been decided upon as the best. The General 
Staff. has decided to issue fifty of these new helmets to 
| the Field Artillery and to the Infantry Board, and fifty 
of the old style helmets are also to be fitted with the 
Liberty lining in an attempt to make them more com- 
fortable. Tests of these various helmets were made by 
the Infantry Board by placing them on the head of an 
officer and striking the helmet a heavy blow with a piece 
of timber. After this ordeal with the several models, 
the officcr who has undergone the blows is asked to de 





scribe his feelings comparatvely with -respect to each 
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helmet uscd. The helmets were removed from the ofli- 
ecr’s head and then placed off at a distance of some 
fifty yards, and shot at. It was found that a direct h;t 
from a rifle, either of caliber .30 or .45, would pierce any 


ne of the helmet shells, but shots fired from a revolver 


would not penetrate the helmet. Judging from all angles, 
when fitted with the lining of the Liberty helmet the 
p-A model has been found to be the most comfortable to 
wear, the strongest, and the most easily manufactured. 
In size and general appearance this helmet somewhat ap 
proaches the class'c helmet of Minerva in the sculptures 
of ancient Greece.

October Applicants for Army Appointment. 

As in the case of the officer-candidates for appointment 
n the Army examined in July, a large percentage of the 
men authorized to take the test failed to appear for the 
examination held beginning Oct. 25. The total autho: 

xed was 1,930 and S89 declined to take the examination 
or failed to appear. All the cases received in The Adju 
tant General's Office have been forwarded to the Centra! 
Records Branch on the date of receipt or within twenty 
four hours of that date, and the whole machinery has 
been expedited throughout. The Central Records Branch 
received in all 1,846 cases, of which 664 had been for 
warded to the beards of review on Noy. 10. The latter 
boards had acted upon 214 cases and on the date given 
seventy-five cases had already gone to the Final Selecting 
Board, of which General Pershing is president. The 
Final Selecting Board will begin the examination of the 
cases on Noy. 15, and if the record of General Pershing’s 
board in the case of the previous appointments is main- 
tained the appointments possibly will all be tendered be 
fore Dee. 1. Out of the 1,541 who took the examination 
there is an expectation at the War Department that some 
S00 appointments will result, for it is said that the candi- 
dates who took the October examination were unusually 
good oflicer material, 

Medical Corps Officer-Candidates. 

From present indications it is believed more physicians 
examined for commissions in the Medical Corps were 
successful in the October examinations than in the July 
examinations, and it is hoped the corps will be able to 
offer appointments to from 100 to 150 candidates as a 
result. Sinee there will be approximately 695 vacancies 
under the new Army organization, it will be necessary 
{o hold another examination later to bring the corps up 
to strength. 

Filling Vacancies in Army Officer Personnel. 

Now that the examinations for the filling of vacancies 
under the provisions of Sec. 24 of the act of June 4, 
1920, are all over and there still remains a shortage of 
Army officers, preparations are under way in The Adju- 
tant General's Offices for the appointment of officers as 
provided in Sec, 24e. It is estimated that when all the 
appointments resulting from the October examination 
of officer-candidates shall have been made there will be 
more than 4,000 vacancies. As the enlisted strength of 
the Army is still approximately 80,000 under authorized 
strength, there is no urgent call for filling’ the: vacancies 
in the commissioned strength, hence the War Depart- 
ment has decided not to hasten the appointment of sec- 
ond lieutenants. These appointments in the grade of 
second lieutenant are to be made: (1) From graduates 
of the U.S. Military Academy; (2) from warrant offli- 
ecrs and enlisted men of the Regular Army between the 
ages of twenty-one and thirty years who have had at 
least two years’ service;,(3) from Reserve officers, and 
from officers, warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
Naticnal Guard, members of the Enlisted ‘Reserve Corps 
and graduates of technical institutions approved by the 
Seeretary of War; all between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty years. Graduates from Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps Schools will be eligible for appointment 
on being commissioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and 
it is believed at the War Department. that many junior 
officers will come from these graduates, in fact, the Army 
as a whole leans with favor toward appointing’as many

R.O.T.C. graduates as can qualify, as this reservoir is 
considered capable of supplying the best officer material 
for the Army available. Under the War Department 
policy relative to filling the vacancies which will remain 
when appointments resulting from examinations have 
been made, the commissioned strength of the Army is 
Jikely to remain for some months at. approximately 
133.060,

that it is basing its plans on a hypothetical field army of 
357,221 officers and men. The army corps in the new 

ieal organization will have 79,996 officers and men. 
According to this plan an Infantry division will have 
19,384 officers and men. The strength of the Cavalry 
division will be 6,417 officers and men. An Artillery 
brigade will be composed of 3,414 officers and men, and 
an Infantry brigade of 6,153 officers and men. In the pro- 
posed army of 337,221 officers and men, it was explained, 
there may be only three or four divisions of Regular 
Army troops and Organided Reserves. In the event of 
an cmergency it is necessary for the War Department to 
have a definite plan for the organization of divisions, 





corps and armies, and this plan is based on divisions 
having a strength of 19,384, corps having a strength 
of 79,996, and a field army having a strength of 337,221. 
General headquarters will command all the armies ir 
the ficld and there may be one or move armics. Three 
army arcas have been tentatively allccated to the nine 
corps area. 

This organization is intended to overcome the in 
stability due to changes in the strength of divisions as 
experienced shortly after the United States entered the 
World War. The above plan is drafted so that in the 
event of mobilization every commanding officer in the 
Regular Army, the National Guard end the Organized

2d Division to be at Full Strength. 

For the one division which as an expeditionary force 
of the Army is to be maintained at full strength within 
the United States in time of peace, the War Department 
on Nov. 9 designated the 2d Division, Major Gen. James 
G. Harbord, commanding, stationed at Camp Travis, 
Texas. The full strength will be 892 officers and 18,492 
men, and telegraphic orders were issued to fhe General 
Recruiting Service to concentrate effort toward obtain- 
ing the 6,000 men required to fill the division. The 24 
Division was selected because the facilities of Camp 
Travis will comfortably accommodate the full division 
and allow sufficient ground for training and maneuvers. 
Under normal recruiting procedure recruits for the 2d 
Division are sought chiefly in the states of Texas and 
Oklahoma, which are alloeated to this division under the 
yeeently adopted policy of allocation of states to regi- 
ments for recruiting purposes. ‘The priority given re- 
cruiting for the 2d Division contained in this order, will 
bring about enlistment of men from all parts of the 
United States. The 2d Division is known as the “Indian 
Heads” from the shoulder insignia worn in France, 
where the division fought at Belleau Wood and in the 
Argonne.

recruiting service has never in peace time been given a 
similar task. Ife added that the camp has been put in 
readiness to receive a large number of recrui‘ts, and that 
the machinery of the recruiting service is expected to 
accomplish the forwarding of men from all qarts of the 
country at top speed without difficulty. Non-English- 
speaking and illiterate recruits will be at once placed fa 
the Recruit Educational Center, recently put in opera- 
tion there.

ARMY WARRANT OFFICERS’ APPOINTMENTS. 

It is anticipated at The Adjutant General's Office that 
the appointment of warrant officers for the Army will be 
made the first week of December. The board which is 
now passing on the qualifications of the applicants will 
probably conclude its sessions about Nov. 20. Although 
it has not yet been dce‘ded, it is thought that the names 
of the appointees will be issued, not from time to time, 
as was done in the case of appointments to the commis- 
sioned personnel, but in a complete Est to be made 
public at onee. Ins‘stence is placed by The Adjutant 
General’s Office upon appltants for appointment to war- 
rant grade keeping that office advised of all changes of 
cddress, both applicants who are in or out of the Ser- 
vice. Compliance with this request will faciJitate the 
working of the machnery of appointment, There have 
becn many changes of station among troops since August, 
when applications were submitted, with consequent 
change of address. Applicants should advise The Adju- 
tant General’s Office of each change of station. 

ippointments to Be Made at Large. 

As previously stated, the 1,120 warrant officers au- 
thorized under the act of June 4, 1920, will not be perma- 
nently appointed in the branches of the Service, but wii!

THE NAVY HONOR AWARDS. 
Medals Presented on Armistice Day. 


The Navy medals awarded to the officers and men of 
the Navy for services rendered during the World War 
were presented to those designated to receive them on 
the morning of Nov. 11. ‘Tlese medals with the neces- 
sary citations had been furni: :-d to the commanding offi- 
cers of all ships and stations vo! the Navy and all posts 
of the Marine Corps with instructions to present them 
on Armistict Day to those concerned, with due formali- 
ties. At every navy yard and station of the Navy pres- 
entation of the awards was accordingly made on Nov. 11 
with ceremonies that emphasized the honor intended to 
be conferred. 

The Secretary of the Navy personally presented the 
medals awarded to officers and bureau chiefs at the Navy 
Departmeat who form the Secretary's Advisory Coun- 
sel, including Admiral Coontz, Rear Admirals Washing- 
ton, McVay, Griffin, Badger, Clark, Braisted, MeGowan, 
Tavilor and Parks, and Comdr. Percy W. Foote, aid to 
the Neecretary. 

Navy Crosses for service in command of ships in the 
war zone during the World War were presented at 
Coast Guard headquarters ine Washington, Commoiore 
Commandant Waiiam bk. Reynolds presenting the medals 
in beanis of the Navy Department to the officers on duty 
at headquarters, 

urds Announced Last December. 

The award of these medals was made by the Board of 
Award appoimted on Mayci 6, 1919, to consider all ree- 
ommendutons made by various commanding officers cov- 
erung award to those under their command. ‘This re- 
port was reviewed by the Se@retary and a list of awards 
Was hiade public in December, 1919. Following criti- 
e.sius ot the awards as then announced, on Jan. v, 1920, 
the Board of- Awards was reconvened with imstruct.ons 
to further capsider and recommend those deemed worthy 
of the award of the. Medal of Honor, the Distinguished

The new awards of medals and 
special letters. of commendation were announced on 
Nov. 11 as shown in the lst given further on.

ln jus review of the second board's report, and in the 
award of these medals, it is stated that the Secretary of 
the Navy has adhered to the list as published in. his an- 
nua! report of 1919, except that in certain cases upon 
further, cons:deration a higher award has been made 
than shown in the original list. No eliminat:ons or re- 
ductions from that list have been made. However, eer- 
tam clerical errors have been corrected. ‘There have 
been a lnrge number of new awards made, as a result of 
new recommendations made in other cases and further 
consideration of ail reports. For the Navy alone (not 
including the Marine Corps) the following new awards 
have been made: 

Distinguished Service Medals, for officers, 3; Navy 
Crosses for officers 161, Navy Crosses for enlisted men 
150, total Navy ~Crosses, 311; Letters of Commenda- 
tion, for officers 65, for enlisted men 55, total, 98. Total 
of new awards, 412. 

The followimg changes in the old awirds have been 
made: Distinguished Service Medals changed to Medals 
of Honor, for oficers 1, for enlisted men 2. Navy Crosses 
ehanged to Medals of Honor, for officers 1, for enlisted 
men 1. Navy Crocses changed to Distinguished Service 
Medals, for officers, 24; none for enlisted men. Total of 
changes in awards, 20. 

I’‘or the Marine Corps, the following new awards have 
been miad:s: Distinguished Service Medals, for officers 2; 
Navy Urosses, for officers 52, for enlisted men 34. 

One change has been made in the award. from Navy 
Crosses to Distinguished Service Medals for officers. 

The action of the department in inviting further ree- 





ommendation and reports has therefore resulted in a 
great many officers and men receiving awards about 
whom there had been no previous recommendations. 


This, a Navy Department announ¢ement states, is par- 
ticularly true in regard to the otticers and men who per- 
formed valuable and hervic service in the Armed Guards 
on cargo ships where the ships were of slow-speed and 
traveled alone through the war zone, where they offered 
aun easy mark for an attack from a submarine and where 
the only thing that siood between themselves and de- 
struction was the quick and accurate shooting by the 
Novy men in the gun’s crews. In the greater number 
of cases these Armed Guards were under the command 
of a chief petty officer of the Navy. As a result of: this 
investigation sixty-eight medals and eleven letters of 
commendation have been awardcd to the members of the 
Armed Guard. Also, there has been a large increase in 
the number of medals awarded to the enlisted men of the 
Navy. 
lurther Consideration of Specific Cases Possible. 


“In carrying out the law governing the award of 
thes medals,” the department states, “it should be 
borne in mind that it was individuals rather than groups 
that the law undertook to recognize, which necessarily 
results in 2 certain comparison oi performance of duty 
of individuals. The nature of the services rendered 
however, by the greater number of officers and‘ men dur- 
ing the war necessarily resulted in awarding a great 
many of these 1 edals to certain groups as well as mak- 
ing awards to certain individuals for services on spe- 


eifie cecasions. This is illustratcd by the award of 
Navy Crosses to the commanding officers of certain 
groups of ship, these boing in general transports, de- 


stroyers mm the war zone, yachts in. the war zone, bat- 
tleships on the home station, and the award of the Dis- 
tintuished Service Mrdal to the commanding officers of 
battleshins in the war zone, ships laying the North Sea 
mine Larrage, ete. if is realized that duc’ (® the large 
number of people involved. and in many cases’ the 


meagerness of the reports. submitted, it is pocsible that 
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there may be casés where ‘the services rendered have 
justified a higher award., ‘There may be cases where no 
awards have been given that should be reconsidered and 
recognized by presentation of a medal or other action. 
Due to these conditions the department will give due 
consideration to any request for further consideration of 
specific cases which may be made in the future.”

PRESS COMMENTS ON AWARDS. 


Echoes of an Old Controversy. 

The long-continued controversy that followed the orig- 
inul awards announced last December is recalled in 
press comment on the present additional awards. ‘Th: 
list will be scanned, says the New York ‘Times, to ascer- 
tain how Seeretary Daniels has dealt with these ques- 
tions: Has a D.S.M. been made ready for delivery to 
Admiral Sims? Has any award been made to Rear 
Admiral Benton C. Decker, originally awarded a Navy 
Cross, but who declined to accept it and criticised the 
administration of the Navy; or to Capt. Raymond D. 
Hasbrouck, who commanded one of the transports tor- 
pedoed and sunk, and who wrote to the Secretary asking 
that his name be stricken from the list of the Navy 
Cross, and concurred in the views of Admiral Sims? 
Has a D.S.M. been sent to Viee Admiral Hilary P. 
Jones, who wrote protesting against the awards made to 
forces he commanded during the war? Has the final re- 
vision resulted in higher awards to ony of the nineteen 
officers recommended by Admiral Sims for D.S.M, and 
all but six of whom were limited to Navy Crosses by 
Seerctary Danicls in his original action? Has the final 
action shown any different view of Admiral Sims’s con- 
tention that the ‘commanding officer of a vessel that is 
sunk by submarines should not receive the same reward 
as the commanding | Officer of a vessel which sinks a _sub- 
marine?’ Are D.S.M.’s awarded to Comdr. D. Worth 
Bagley and nine other commanding officers, who were to 
receive the same award after suifering the loss of their 
ships by submarine attack? 

In the New Yerk Evening Post Harold Phelps Stokes 
writes : “Secretary Daniels awoke the echoes of last 
year’s controversy when he made public the revised list 
of those awards, after he and the Knight Board had 
taken a second shot at them. 

“All but three of the 1,500-odd Medals of Honor, 
D.S.M. and Navy Crosses were sent out well in advance. 
Those three repose in carefully wrapped little packages 
at the Bureau of Navigation, to be ‘kept until called 
for.’ ‘Chey are the propery of Admiral Sims, who started 
the whole controversy, by declining the D.S.M. given 
him, and two of his fellow officers who followed suit. 
Admiral Sims can get his medal any time he wants to 
dvop in at the department and call for it. So can his two 
friends. But if they choose to stand by their declinations 
those medals will kick around the department until they 
find their way to Davy Jones's locker, or some equally 
appropriate final resting place. 

“Little Yielding” on Part of Secretary. 

“It does not look as if Admiral Sims would be able to 
discover much ground for satisfaction in the final out- 
come. The result shows very little yielding on the part 
of the department. Sims complained first because his 
recommendations for awards to the members of his own 
staff had been juggled around by the Secretary, and, sec- 
ond, because D.S.M.’s had been given to commanders of 
ships sunk by encmy submarines. He recommended 
nineteen members of his staff for that coveted honor. 
Daniels at first, acting in most of the cases on the rec- 
ommendation of the Knight Board, cut the number down 
to six, The revised list shows only one change. Captain 
Cone, who was a commander of the U.S. Naval Air 
Forces on foreign service and later aviation aid on 
Sims’s staff, is given a D.S.M. in place of the lesser 
award of the Navy Cross. The Knight Board also tried 
to raise the ante this ‘time from an N.C. to a D.S.M. in 
the case of Commander Schuyler, another of the original 
ninteeen, but Secretary Danicls refused to approve the 
higher award. 

“Nor did the Secretary, on reconsideration, see fit to 
correct what Sims had denounced as his ‘most flagrant’ 
mistake. At the outset of the war Comdr. J. V. Babeock 
was for four months the Admiral's only commissioned 
assistant abroad. ‘He was my everything’ the Admiral 
lamented on the stand, ‘I recommended him for a D.S.M. 
and the recommendation was cut down to a Navy Cross. 
I do not care a cent if the Secretary made any other 
change. That is the stuff that is destructive of the morale 
of the Service.’ But the Secretary evidently did not 
take it to heart as deeply as all that, for Babcock appears 
on the revised list with the same old N.C. opposite his 
name. At least one of the other individual cases Admi- 
ral Sims complained of fared better this time. Ensign 
Charles H. Hammann engaged two enemy airplanes over 
Pola, Austria, in a successful attempt to rescue a fellow 
aviator who had been shot down. Sims recommended 
him for a Medal of Honor, but the Knight Board and 
Daniels cut the award to a Navy Cross. They evidently 
thought better of Sims’s recommendation this time, for 
they both agreed on giving Hammann the coveted Con- 
gressional Medal. 
was in the case of Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, one of 
the three who joined Sims in his original protest. He got 
a Navy Cross in the first distribution, and indignantly 
declined it. This time the Secretary gave in to the 
recommendation of the Knight Board and awarded him 
a D.S.M. Decker and Hasbrouck, the other two pro- 
testants, will have to be content with the N.C. orig- 
inally awarded or nothing at all. As for the commanders 
of the sunken ships, there is not a single change. They 
all get the D.S.M., which Daniels was determined from 
the first that they should get. 

“The latest report fairly brims over with evidences of 
the Seeretary’s well-known solicitude for the enlisted 
man. The Knight Board refused to recommend any en- 
listed men for the D.S.M. on the ground that they could 
never be in positions of ‘great responsibility’ called for 
under the act. Daniels went merrily ahead both times 
and overruled the board in this respect, giving out ten 
such awards to enlisted men. Nor did he rest content 
until he had added, on his own initiative, some seventy- 
five odd Navy Crosses to the three hundred and more 
recommended by the board for distribution te the men 
of the Fleet.”

Emery and Saint Michel, to- 
gether with ether points like Saint Rafael and the valley 
up as far as Dondon. All of these places were within 
the radius of the Caco (or bandit) operations of a year 
age. Admiral Knapp found everything quiet and peace- 
ful. the peeple contented and the crops coming in. While 
some want still exists. especially about Hinche and the 
Maissade. the Admiral reperts, the whole situation in 
this distriet is in sharp comtrast te what it was when 
the bandits occupied it and forcibly resisted dislodg- 





ment. He adds that the tranquillity which now exists 
in this ravaged district is gratefully appreciated by the 
people, and can be attribuied in very large measure to 
the constructive efforts of the marines. Admiral Knapp

VALiOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
French Tribute to U.S. Nevy Personnel. 

At a recent celebration in honor of the great French 
naval commander, Admiral Grasse, held by the Knights 
of Columbus at Versailles, the principal speaker was M. 
Landry, the French Minister of Marine. After describ- 
ing the operations of Admiral Grasse in American waters 
in the War for Independence M. Landry paid high com- 


pliments to the work of the U.S. Navy in the World: 


War. He said: “To-day, I wish to pay homage to the 
prominent men who accomplished with such marked suc- 
cess the gigantic task they had assumed, to the emi- 
nent Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Daniels, and to Mr.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


In announcing the results of the annual rifle competitions 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard for 1920 in recent general 
orders Governor Sproul takes occasion to state that the scores 
made in competition were the poorest ever made in Pennsyl- 
vania competitions, but at the same time the results attained 
were probably never equalled. ‘The National Guard was con 
fronted by an unusual situation this year, that of being in 
process oi enlistment and muster into service,” says the Gov- 
ernor, “one of the Consequences of which was a paucity of 
completed regimental organizations which rendered regimental 
competitions inadvisable. Company competitions 
fore ordered, and here again the newness of the organization 
made itself felt in the fact that few if any companies had any 
opportunity for practice and company commanders had little 
data upon which to base selection for team membership. Many 
of the companies represented by teams received their rifles 
for the first time after arriving on the grounds for the annual 
encampment at Mt. Gretna, within the two weeks previous 
to the competitions. 

“Instead of teams composed of men trained at the targets 
presenting themselves to try their metile against each other, 
there were teams composed of men eager to learn, and who did 
learn, and who carried home with them to their local ranges 
the. spirit and the knowledge imbibed in these matches, and will 
become valuable men in their companies in passing along what 
they acquired, and when the regimental competitions are re- 
sumed, as it is expected they will be in 1921, the work ef 
these men at home will be reflected on the regimental teams.”

“Lieutenant Gay, team captain for the 7th Cav- 
alry, played a splendid game, scoring four goals, and 
led his team in great fashion by his hard riding all over 
the field,” says a correspondent. At the conclusion of 
the game and following the presentation of the tourna- 
ment trophy, each individual player was given a silver 
plate, presented for the final match by the American Re- 
mount Association. 
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THE EX-GERMAN BATTLESHIP BADEN. 

An interesting description of one of the last words in 
German battleship construction during the World War, 
the battleship Baden which was surrendered to the 
British and interned at Scapa Flow, appears in the 
London Engineer of Oct. 1, 1920, by permission of the 
Admiralty. The article, which is elaborate in technical 
details, is accompanied by numerous photographs and 
drawings. The Baden was one of the ships which the 
Germans attempted to scuttle in deep water, but by the 
prompt action of British officers she was beached and 
later refloated. The Baden was launched in 1915 and 
joined the High Sea Fleet in 1916. She has an overall 
length ef 623 feet, a beam of 9934 feet and a draft of 
28% feet. The Engineer in describing and comparing 
the Baden with other vessels of her class says, in part: 

“Although the British naval officers who have sur- 
veyed the Baden are not particularly impressed by her 
qualities as an all-round fighting ship, and, indeed, con- 
sider her unquestionably inferior to our contemporary 
designs in several important features, they unanimously 
agree that she would have been capable of ‘surviving very 
severe damage from gunfire or submarine explosion. In 
the German ship the extra weight has been devoted to 
improving the armor and sub-surface protection. So 
much has been heard of the remarkable range of German 
naval guns, due, it was supposed, to their great angle 
of elevation, that we were surprised to find that the 
Baden’s 15-inch guns have a maximum elevation of only 
sixteen degrees. 

“While the Queen Elizabeth has lines of great deli- 
cacy and machinery of 75,000-horsepower to endow her 
with a speed of twenty-five knots, the hull of the Ger- 
man vessel is molded on conventional battleship lines, 
and her engines develop the comparatively modest total 
of 34,000-horsepower, giving her a legend speed of 
twenty-one knots. The first impression conveyed. by 
the Baden is that she was designed to withstand an 
enormous amount of punishment without being placed 
hors de combat. A massive wall of armor covers the 
water-line from stem to stern, extending as high as the 
upper deck for the greater part of the length. When the 
secondary guns are disposed amidships the casemate 
armor carries the protective plating right up to the fore- 
castle deck. We should say that, with the exception of 
certain Russian vessels completed before the war, in 
which the entire hull above water is plated with 
armor, the Baden has a smaller area of unprotected side 
than any warship afloat, and in her case the armor is 
much more substantial than that of the Russian ships. 

“At the stern the armor belt is brought well aft of the 
rudder head, so that only a few feet at this extremity 
are left unprotected by vertical armor. There appears 
to be some doubt as to whether the casemate armor is 
continuous throughout the length of the secondary bat- 
tery, but in any case the armor at this level is believed 
not to exceed six inches. But with this possible excep- 
tion it is safe to say that the sides of the Baden from 
the upper deck downward would be impervious to heavy 
caliber shell at moderate battle range. 

“As regards the propelling machinery, 
were designed for 34,000 shaft horsepower, equal to 
twenty-one knots speed, but according to the figures 
stenciled on the conning-tower, a maximum speed of 
22.3 knots was achieved, probably on trial. A point to 
be noted is the careful subdivision of the machinery 
spaces. Every unit is isolated by unpierced bulkhead- 
ing; the coal bunkers are so disposed as to give the 
maximum protection against shell fire; from the main 
deck downward the interior of the ship is a perfect 
honeycomb of watertight compartments. 

“There are three features of the main armament that 
immediately arrest the eyes. In the first place, the tur- 
rets—or. gun-houses—are remarkably large, and quite 
different in shape from those of preceding ships; sec- 
ondly, the guns in each turret are placed very far apart, 
at a distance, estimated, of at least twelve feet; thirdly, 
the guns are of extremely light construction, a fact be- 
trayed by the smallness of the muzzle, the external 
diameter of which does not exceed twenty-two inches. 
As the bore is fifteen inches, this means that the thick- 
ness of the chase at the muzzle is only three and one- 
half inches. The barrel is rifled with about ninety or 
100 sharply cut grooves. 

“The thickness of the turret armor could not be defi- 
nitely established at all points. The port plate, however, 
is at least sixteen inches thick, probably more; the sides 
vary from twelve inches to ten inches, the floor plate is 
five inches and the roof four inches thick at most. It 
will, therefore, be seen that a heavy projectile, striking 
at any favorable angle, could easily enter the gun-house 
through the roof. Although the guns are very widely 
spaced, there is no bulkhead or screen between them. 
The breech block is of the well-known wedge type, and 
ean be maneuvered either by hand or hydraulic power. 
The foremast is a tripod of lighter construction than is 
customary in our service; the foretop and director tower 
are situated at an unusual height, well above and for- 
ward of the funnel, and are admirably placed as regards 
freedom of interference from funnel smoke and heat. The 
arrangement of bridges is simple and well-designed ; 
from the navigating bridge a light gangway runs out to 
each side, and from this position practically every part 
of the ship can be overlooked. After all that has been 
heard of German conning towers, the Kommando-Turm 
in the Baden is somewhat disappointing. Built up-of 
fourteen inches or fifteen inches armor, it is nearly cir- 
cular in shape, but a great deal of the room inside is 
occupied by the trunk of the gunnery control tower, 
which forms the rear portion of the conning-tower 
proper.

This affords better protection 
against splinters than the old-fashioned rear armored

Tue Otp Navy AND THE NEw. 

Lieut. Charles J. Dutreaux, U.S.N.R.F., writes of 
“Wooden Ships, Iron Men and White Squadrons” in 
the Idaho Yarn, organ of the U.S.S. Idaho, in its issue 
of Oct. 15. Lieutenant Dutreaux served in such noted 
ships as the U.S.S. Hartford and old frigaté Independ- 
ence; the Mohican, one of the fastest sailing ships in 
the Service in her day; the Charleston, lost off the coast 
of Luzon during the Philippine Insurrection; the Olym- 
pia, Admiral Dewey’s flagship at Manila Bay ; the Raleigh, 
under Comdr. Joseph B. Coghlan; the Newark ; and 
winding up in the World War with service in the trans- 
ports Mexican and George Washington. Comparing the 
new Navy with the old, he says, in part: “One of the 
most distasteful things to an oldtimer is the term used 
nowadays for a man-o’-war’s-man, ‘gob.’ It really means 
nothing and does not, in any way ‘péeftain to the nautical 
ways and customs of the man in the Navy. In our days 
the popular term was ‘bluejackets,’ a name we were 
proud of and upheld with remarkable dignity, no matter 
how rough and ‘sea-going’ some of the men were. Of 
course, we had some real nautical names, such as ‘shell- 
back,’ ‘flatfoot,’ ‘hash-markers’ and others. Another 
common term was ‘man-o’-war’s-man.’ A ‘star’ class man 
was one who never was on the report and who was en- 
titled to everyday liberty, providing it did not interfere 
with his duties and watches, and also was given extra 
privileges not extended to other class men. For in- 
stance, when a crew was represented in some big func- 
tion or social affair in some foreign port, usually given 
by high officials, the ‘star’ class men came first on the 
list, consequently they had better liberties and partici- 
pated in more dignified affairs than others. It was worth 
the effort to stay in that class. When a man broke his 
leave over forty-eight hours within the deserter’s time, 
he was usually restricted to the ship for three months 
and could not go ashore until that restriction had ex- 
pired, and so it graduated down. Those were the good 
old days, shipmates. The oldtimers miss the monthly 
‘general muster,’ which was usually held on the first Sun- 
day of the month, immediately after captain’s inspection. 
The officers were mustered on the starboard side of the 
quarterdeck, the captain in command, and the crew stood 
on both sides leading forward from the quarterdeck. 
Petty officers on one side, and seamen, etc., on the other, 
all according to seniority. The pay clerk, with the 
ship’s roster, started calling the roll, senior petty officers 
first, down to the lowest grade of mess attendants, which 
were, in those days, mostly Chinamen, and good ones 
at that. As your name was called you would salute and 
answer as follows: ‘Chief master-at-arms, sir,’ or what- 
ever your rate was. You would then march around the 
quarterdeck, pass and salute the captain and officers, and 
go forward, dismissed. Believe me, the skipper and offi- 
cers would give you a ‘once over’ and if your uniform 
was not immaculate you were ordered aside and you 
‘got yours’ after muster. I could write many more items, 
if space in The Yarn would permit, about the old days 
when we sailed from port to port, taking fifty to sixty 
days to a voyage, so, boys, don’t growl if you do not get 


ashore for a week. Think of what your old shipmates 
went through and ease off a little when confronting a 
little hardship.” 
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SUGGESTIONS FOR NExT Horse ENDURANCE TEST. 
Major Stanley Koch, U.S.A., who rode the winning 
horse, “Mlle. Denise,” an Army grade animal, in the 300- 
mile annual endurance test for the purpose of deciding 
which is the best type of horse for the Army’s mounted 
branch of the Service, has written a report on the race 
which appears in the Remount Bulletin of Oct. 31, and 


contains certain suggestions for next year’s race. The 
race commenced on Oct. 11 at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., 
and ended at Camp Devens, Mass., on Oct. 15, there 
having been twenty-seven Army and civilian entrants. 
The rules of the race required that each animal carry 
245 pounds, of which 145 pounds was the minimum 
weight for the rider and 100 pounds additional for sad- 
dle, bridle, saddle bags, etc, “Bunkie,” also an Army 
grade horse, ridden by Lieut. T. H. McCreery, U.S.A., 
finished third. Major Koch says, in part: “In next 
year’s test I would recommend that the conditions be 
changed very slightly. The weight should not be re- 
duced. There is no horse can be considered a Cavalry 
horse which cannot carry the pack that the Cavalry 
horse must carry in a campaign. Plenty of horses can 
cover this distance in the required time if the weight is 
cut down, but it takes a very serviceable horse to do so 
under the present conditions. The horse that got the 
highest food score on account of having consumed the 
least forage lost nearly eight per cent. of ‘her weight, 
while ‘Bunkie’, who finished almost at the bottom on 
the food score, lost only about three per cent. of his 
weight. In my opinion this feature of the score should 
be ignored entirely. It has been proposed in next year’s 
test to allow the rider the assistance of a groom to take 
care of his horse. I would personally be very much op- 
posed to this, as I believe he should do the work un- 
aided. The time limit I would leave as it is, except, 
possibly, changing the first four days to a minimum of 
eight hours and a maximum of eleven hours throughout 


’ the five days. I would not reduce the minimum of nine 


hours for the fifth day, as this test must not be allowed 


to become a horse-killing proposition. No test of this - 


sort can show conclusively the best horse for the Cav- 
alry. The selection of the individual, his preparation 
and his care en route are bound to be determining fac- 
tors. However, the Remount Service which advocates 
the half-bred horse as the Cavalry horse, started two 
horses of this breed in this test and finished first and 
third. If the test does mean anything it would show that 
the Remount Service is working along the right lines.”

New Worip SPEED AIRPLANE REcorp. 
A new world speed airplane record over one kilometer 


was made near Paris, Franee, on Nov. 4 by Bernard 
de Romanet in a Spad-Hispano machine, says a press 
dispatch from the French capital. It was stated that 
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the official speed over a measured kilometer was 309 
kilometers, twelve meters per hour (about 193 miles), 
the distance being covered in 11 65-100 seconds. 


THE MANHATTAN Navy Crus. 

Started during the war to take care of the thousands 
of sailors and marines when on shore leave in the city, 
the Manhattan Navy Club, 13-15 East 41st street, New 
York city, so preved its need that it has now become a 
permanent club home to which all men in uniform are 


welcome. The work has grown imperatively necessary 
since last August, when New York city became the home 
base for the Atlantic Fleet. A campaign has now been 
launched to obtain the $400,000 necessary to finish pay- 
ing for the club buildings, to make necessary improve- 
ments and repairs and to carry on the work, which is 
sixty-five per cent. self-supporting. “The club is not a 
charity, not a mere outlet for patriotic. zeal, but a 
straight business proposition,” said Mrs. W. H. Hamil- 
ton, founder and vice-president. ‘The boys have a right 
to a home when on shore. They are willing to pay a 
reasonable price for bed, food and house privileges. We 
feel the public owes it to them to supply these—for the 
good of its citizenship, if nothing more. The work is 
not of mere local interest for the boys come from every 
state in the Union and the work should have the sup- 
port of the entire nation.”

Criticizes ARMy MOUNTS AND RIDERS. 

Capt. Howard Farmer, U.S.A., of the remount pur- 
chasing department, Q.M.C., on duty at Sacramento, 
Calif., in a commun:cation to the Remount Bulletin, has 
this criticism to make of certain horses in the Service, 
as well as of the private mounts of some officers, together 


with their riders: “After a recent inspection of all Ser- 
vice animals in this zone the inspecting officer com- 
mented upon the generally poor condition of animals for 
work. Polo horses were observed, and being played by 
officers, thin, hungry and nervous, sore back, lame, only 
half broken, untrained and in no condition for hard and 
eflicient work. The above are only instances, and are 
by no means isolated as regards generdl conditions over 
the country. Faulty shoeing and bad condition of feet 
are to be found on every side. These comments probably 
contain nothing that is not generally known and will be 
considered, by many, a futile wail. Nevertheless, they 
are facts that we must recognize, and faults that we 
must in some way remedy, if we are to save thousands 
of animals that are killed off or rendered useless each 
year through lack of proper knowledge, in some cases, 
and use of such knowledge in others, in conditioning ani- 
mals to the work required. The many excellent horse- 
men, both in and out of the Service, whose animals be- 
lie the above conditions, are of course excluded in the 
above. Neither is criticism intended for the many 
others whe are doing the best they can under the eir- 
cumstances. However, no man who lacks the energy and 
patience to train and condition his mounts has the right 
to call himself a horseman.”

ADMIRAL ANDREWS HELPS CHILDREN OF DALMATIA. 
Rear Admiral Philip Andrews, U.S.N., who is in com- 
mand of the American men-of-war which have been sta- 
tioned in the Adriatic since November, 1918, with head- 
quarters at Spalato, was so touched by the distress of 
the children in practically all of Dalmatia that he wrote 
to the American Red Cross calling attention to their 
need of better clothing and nourishment, adding: “They 
don’t know what toys are. I hear there is a Junior Red 
Cross which helps children in foreign countries. I wish 
the Junior Red Cross would help these children. Could 
you not do something for Christmas, at least? Clothing, 
shoes, toys and especially nourishing foods like choco- 
late, cocoa, malted milk and condensed milk would help 
the children of the poor here.” Officials of the Junior 
Red Cross at once responded to this suggestion, and 
within a short time 2,000 pairs of shoes, a like number 
of pairs of stockings, thousands of cans of condensed 
milk and many hundreds of bars of chocolate had been 
purchased. To these were added many shipping cases 
of toys made by the school children of America to bring 
happiness to others. Secretary of the Navy Daniels, 
when the contents of Admiral Andrews’s letter was 
called to his attention, issued an order to the command- 
ing officer of the U.S. collier Mars, directing him to re- 
ceive the gift of the Junior Red Cross for the children 
of Dalmatia and deliver it to Admiral Andrews, who is 
to enact the rdle of Santa Claus. The Mars is scheduled

INDIAN WAR VETERANS OF 1867. 

“On May 1, 1920, President Woodrow Wilson affixed 
his signature to the pension bill giving more than $75,- 
000,000 increase annually to Civil War veterans and 
widows,” writes Dr. W. Thornton Parker, an Indian 


War veteran. “But the poor old veterans of the Indian 
Wars in New Mexico in 1867 were not even mentioned 
with thanks. And yet their service was the most’ ardu- 
ous, serious, dangerous, and with possibility of the 
most painful of deaths—Indian torture of every wounded 
prisoner. A thousand miles from the nearest railroad, 
hundreds of miles from the nearest telegraph, the only 
possible communication with the outside world was the 
uncertain efforts of brave pony express riders. Seanty 
water, scanty food, and then only wormy hardtack, salt 
pork and desiccated powdered potatoes with an occasional 
exception! Scanty of even pistol cartridges, and yet 
surrounded by very numerous and alert outnumbering 
Apache Indian foes who were well armed and fiercely 
intent upon capturing and killing the garrison. These 
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Indian War veterans of 1867 were entirely omitted from 
the United States pension bills.
